In the May 1942 issue of American 
Astrology Magazine, page 7, we published 
a reprint of an article by L. H. Weston 
which had originally appeared in the April 
1919 issue of the “Adept,” a magazine 
formerly published by the late Frederick 
White. The article in question dealt with 
the subject of Converse Directions by 
Oblique Ascension, and in it Mr. Weston 
attempted to demonstrate the practical 
value of this method of direction as a device 
for timing the major events, periods and 
cycles in later life. The chart used was 


that of General Grant and it must be ad- 


mitted that the demonstration as presented 
by Mr. Weston was not very conclusive 
or even convincing, Yet we feel that this 
in itself is not sufficient reason for dis- 
carding the basic theory of Primary Di- 
rection and that the principle of Primary 
Direction by converse oblique arc may well 
prove to be a most useful technique, par- 
ticularly when used as a measure of time 
over the broad perspective of an entire life 
cycle. However, we think certain funda- 
mental modifications of this technique are 
necessary before satisfactory results can be 
obtained. 

In the first place, when’ applying any 
theory of direction (converse or prog- 
tessed), the astronomical. mechanism by 
which the various arcs are obtained must

be clearly understood and adhered to. 
Specifically, with regard to arcs in Oblique 
Ascension, this term in itself is referred 
directly to the Ascendant. Actually Oblique 
Ascension is the arc in Right Ascension 
from the Vernal Equinox to that degree of 
Right Ascension that is rising (on the hori- 
zon for a given geographic Latitude) at a 
given time or, as it is used by astronomers, 
designating that degree of Right Ascension 
that rises at the same time as a heavenly 
body. From this it may be seen that 
certain definite limitations are involved in 
the Primary Direction of a natal chart by 
oblique arc. 

For one thing, with few exceptions, it 
is quite impossible to direct one planet to 
another in primary oblique arc. Since the 
primary directions of an entire lifetime 
are completed within a period of a few 
hours following (or preceding) birth, dur- 
ing such a limited period the relative posi- 
tions of any of the planets cannot change 
more than a few minutes of arc and even 
the relation of the Moon to other planets 
tannot change more than two or three de- 
grees. All that can be directed to any 
practical purpose by Primary Oblique Arc 
(converse or progressed) is the Ascendant. 
Therefore to say that the Sun (which in 
this case is conjunct Saturn at birth) 
moved to a square with Saturn by converse 
oblique arc is to state a fallacy. It just 
does not happen unless the Sun and Saturn 
happen to be in very close square 
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(within 4 or 5 minutes) at birth. It is true 
that mundane aspects may be so formed 
by Primary Direction, and also that by 
Secondary (converse) Direction, on Jan. 
21, 1822 (96 days prior to birth), the Sun 
was in a zodiacal degree that was square 
the natal Saturn, but that is not what we 
are talking about here. For this reason the 
cases cited by Wynn in his recent criticism 
of Mr. Weston’s article, in support of his 
contention that directions of the Sun to the 
Square of .Saturn need not indicate death, 
do not in themselves mean anything either 
because he was also referring to the zodi- 
acal square of the Sun to Saturn by Pri- 
mary Oblique Arc. However, the Ascendant 
may, and in this case probably did, square 
the natal Saturn about three hours prior to 
birth and the oblique arc of this square 
could reasonably furnish a time measure 
for an event characteristic of such an as- 
pect, 

As for Saturn killing people, who said 
it did? Certainly this magazine has never 
held to the belief that afflictions to Saturn 
necessarily imply death. But if recollec- 
tion serves us rightly, Wynn himself is the 
author of the statement, “J have never seen 
the horoscope of a living person whose 
Saturn was with 10° of rising.”* And* 
again from the August 1937 issue of Wynn’s 
Magazine, page 43, in answer to a reader 
who had questioned the above statement 
with some misinterpretation of Wynn’s 
original remarks, he replied: 

“What you read was this: . .. ‘I 
have never seen the horoscope of a liv- 
ing person whose Saturn was within 
ten degrees of rising.’ 

“Since that was published and sold 
by the multiple thousands I have re- 
ceived only one case properly verified 
in which Saturn was below and within 
10 degrees of the ascendant, and it 
was 5 degrees therefrom.” 

And again from the December 1939 issue 
of Wynn’s Magazine, page 43: 

“|. . at first I wrote (in Your Future, 

1931) that I had never seen the case

of a living person born with Saturn 
within 10° of, and below, the horizon, 
| Several years later I was forced by 
reports from readers to modify this to 
5°. But please remember that I am 
speaking of the actual body of the 
planet on the horizon, not merely 
Saturn in the same degree that is * 
rising in the horoscope. The celestial 
latitude of the planets can make con- 
siderable difference, you know.”** 
From this may we conclude that Saturn 
rising (within 5° below the Ascendant) 
“just kills people?” “How does the matter 
of death creep into the picture” since in the 
above quoted statements nothing is said 
about the rising Saturn ruling or being 
in any way “related to the 8th House” and 
the conjunction (with the Ascendant) “is 
not an eighth house aspect.” May we sug- 
gest that Wynn might easily harmonize 
these manifest inconsistencies by accept- 
ing the theory of Primary Direction, as we 
explained in the October 1940 issue of 
American Astrology Magazine, page 24: 
I do not believe that one is justified 
in accepting Saturn just below the 
ascendant as necessarily indicative of 
death in infancy. Such a position 
would, no doubt, indicate difficulty 
in rearing such a child, and there 
might be weakness or ill health for as 
many years as it might require the 
ascendant to progress past Saturn. 
Naturally, if such progression took 
place while the child was still very 
young (as would be the case if Saturn 
were only 2 or 3 degrees below the 
ascendant), this strain would come at - 
an age when reserves had not yet been 
accumulated and might, therefore, be 
more than ordinarily difficult to with- 
stand. Yet a child that was normally 
healthy at birth and was not handi- 
capped by any serious hereditary 
weakness should be able to survive, 


and I have no doubt many such do. 


** Readers who desire further statements by Wynn 
on this: subject may refer to other issues of Wynn's 
Magazine wherein it has been frequently dis 
cussed, i.e., November, 1937, page 41, May 1938, 
page 44, June 1939, page 14. 
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It must be admitted that it is con- 
ceivable that Saturn may as readily time 
the final event of a life as may any other 
planet. That depends upon a number of 
factors, the principal consideration being 
the attitude of the individual toward death 
and what it may mean to him. There are 
individuals who not only do not fear death 
but whose philosophy of life is such that 
they even welcome it as an opportunity 
for greater progress. For such individuals 
it is highly improbable that an affliction 
to Saturn would coincide with death. More 
likely, the timing aspect would be a 
harmonious configuration involving some 
other major planet. This same rule will 
apply to the interpretation of any other 
aspect or planet. It is individual signifi- 
cance that gives the configuration its true 
meaning in each individual case and to 
this extent the ability of an astrologer to 
predict for any individual is definitely 
limited. Our general conception of Saturn 
was set forth in part in our August 1941 
issue, page 41, to wit: 

A Saturn direction does not always 
indicate a death, although it usually 
indicates a loss. This could be a sep- 
aration in some other form and to 
varying degrees according to the sign 
position and aspects of Saturn. 

Insofar as the theory of Primary Di- 
rections in general is concerned, it is not 
correct to say that “there is nothing 
in nature to substantiate” the synchronism 
of time and event predicated in the as- 
tronomical relationships on which primary 
Directions are based, because when calcu- 
lated in accordance with the astronomical 
mechanism involved, they are based upon 
actual astronomical events and are every 
whit as valid, logically, as Astrology it- 
self, which we have so often defined as a 
Science of synchronism. The practice of 
chart direction, whether Primary, Second- 
ary or Minor, converse or direct, is based 
upon the principle of cyclic-recurrence of 
events. It is as though we held a psycho- 
logical (or geometrical) microscope to the 
astronomical configurations occurring with- 
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in a few hours of birth and saw these con- 
figurations projected in vastly enlarged 
perspective upon the screen of the entire 
life’s experiences. We who accept this 
practice in principle merely hold that the 
patterns will, in the main, be identical, 
allowing for the fact that relatively slight 
inaccuracies in the basic data or in the 
calculation of an oblique arc that is com- 
pleted within a couple of hours of birth 
are greatly magnified, when projected in the 
enlarged perspective of thirty or forty years 
and may easily result in a variation of as 
much as a month or two in the actual 
timing of an event. For this reason, to 
expect precision of coincidence to the exact 
day or even within 30 days is really asking 
altogether too much. Such precision is 
scarcely arithmetically probable when we 
consider that one minute of (space) varia- 
tion in the oblique arc may result in a 
variation of approximately one week in the 
time of the release of the corresponding 
aspect in later years. 

For instance, with reference to one of 
Mr. Weston’s demonstrations wherein his 
calculated arc was at variance with the 
arc of the event as much as six months, 
Wynn, who does not happen to believe 
in directions or progressions anyway, in 
his recent dessication of Mr. Weston’s 
article, previously referred to, curtly dis- 
missed this particular demonstration with 
the remark, “unless six months is close 
enough for this sort of thing.” When one 
considers the precision required in “this 
sort of thing” and that a discrepancy of six 
months could easily be accounted for by an 
inaccuracy of 30 minutes in the arc of di- 
rection, such an objection is wholly unrea- 
sonable, not to say ridiculous. 


The phrase, “this sort of thing,” obvi- 
ously referred to the entire system and 
theory of primary directions, but such a 
contemptuous dismissal of an ancient 
method and system of astrological practice 
on such incomplete evidence does not prove 
anything. It merely displays the arrogance 
of a cldsed mind that refuses even to admit 
the possibility of anything that does not 
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happen to agree with the pet theories of the 
critic. Such prejudice ill becomes an 
astrologer who is justly indignant when 
his astrology (as a whole) is similarly 
attacked by academic scientists. 

Incidentally, anent that purely destruc- 
tive form of criticism which merely uses 
technical errors in application as a basis 
for disproving a theory with which the 
critic does not happen to agree, we are re- 
minded of a few pertinent remarks re criti- 
cism in general which appeared recently in 
the New York Daily News under the title 
“Your Stars Today” (by Wynn), to wit, 
“Criticism is O. K. if constructive (but 
look out for mere fault-finding that is 
based on some form of self pity).” Very 
wise advice indeed. 

Further with reference to precision in 
dating the release of a primary aspect, we 
must add consideration of the fact that the 
true birth time is so seldom known ac- 
curately. It may be seen that unless the 
’ Ascending degree is known with consider- 
ably accuracy, there are definite limita- 
tions to the degree of precision possible 
in Primary Directions. Alan Leo made this 
point quite clear. Thus with reference to 
precision: 

“Unless the birthtime is known to 
within less than one minute, it is im- 
possible to calculate the figure correct- 
ly to within less than about 15’ on the 
cusps of the houses; and to calculate 
a figure correctly to 5", one would need 
to have the time known, exactly, to 
within less than one-third of a second! 
Therefore, while it is quite possible 
to calculate a figure with great pre- 
cision for any instant of time, unless 
that instant is known to be the correct 
birth time, the labor spent in obtain- 
ing such precision is—except as men- 
tal training—merely thrown away. It 
should be clearly realized that be- 
cause a figure is only computed to the 
nearest degree it is not on that account 
less accurate (provided no actual mis- 
takes have been made) than one cal- 
culated to ’ and ": it is onlyless 
precise.” 
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Finally, in connection with Primary Dj 
rections, we must also consider the natural 
uncertainty as to precisely what day should 
be accepted as the actual culmination of 
a directed aspect. Every event is really a 
composite of many developments and no 
event (even birth or death) is strictly in- 
stantaneous, but is really a process. In 
the last analysis it is probably the psy- 
chological reaction of the individual to any 
‘one of a number of the developments in- 
volved in the totality of an experience that 
really determines the point (in time) of 
the coincidence of that experience with an 
aspect. Here is where transits enter the 
picture as a key to the temporal (environ- 
mental) conditions prevailing at the ap 
proximate time of the culmination of a 
primary direction. Thus transits are val- 
uable as a means of identifying the cul- 
mination of the aspect with a specific date. 
In this respect we have found Wynn’s “Key 
Cycle” system most helpful. 

In our opinion it is a great mistake to go 
overboard on either directions or transits. 
Both are necessary. Transits are by the 
very nature of things much more repetitious 
in relation to a natal chart than are direc- 
tions. Hence, while transits give the gen- 
eral environmental conditions at various 
times, directions are equally essential as a 
key to the total pattern of the individual 
life and as indicators of those times when 
the individual will be most susceptible to 
_transits of a given nature. This is simply 


~ a question of action and reaction. Knowl 


edge of the tendencies from both points 
of view are necessary if we are to arrive 
at a reliable estimate of the probable course 
of events at a given time and if we are 
to be in a position to provide really sound 
advice as to the best. method of meeting 
any situation under consideration. 
Getting back to the question of Direc- 
tions by Oblique Arc, it will be noted that 
Oblique Ascension is always measured along 
the Equator. Therefore it is our opinion 
that to be consistent we should refer 
our aspects (angles of incidence) likewise 
to the Equator, and that for this pur 
pose all aspects should be calculated i 
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Right Ascension. Therefore when we speak 
of the oblique arc_of a 90° aspect to the 
natal Saturn, we are referring to the oblique 
arc of that degree of Longitude, the R.A. 
of which is 90° (in R.A.) from the R.A. 
of the natal Saturn. Furthermore, -with 
respect to the Arcs in Oblique Ascension 
of converse directions, when we refer to 
the converse O.A. of a square to any natal 
planet, we simply mean that at a certain 
time (usually a few hours) prior to birth 
the 0.A, of the zodiacal degree then on the 
horizon was so many degrees (of R.A.) 
from the O.A. of the natal Ascendant, and 
that R.A. of this (conversely directed) 
mdiacal degree was 90° in R.A. from the 
R.A. of the natal planet. It is our belief 
that greater accuracy may be attained if 
instead of the matat, planetary positions, 
we use the actual (directed) R.A. of the 
planets in question at the time of the aspect 
but question the practical value of “such 
a procedure except in special cases, since 
the Zodiacal positions change so slightly 
during the Primary arc of an entire life- 
time. This same ,rule will apply to all 
other aspects of the converse Ascendant to 
natal planets, Applying these rules to the 
horoscope of General Grant, we derive 
certain interesting results. According to 
the most authentic records available, he 
was born at “approximately” 5:00 A.M., 
L.M.T. (84:16 W., 38:54 N.). Since this

is an “approximate” time, it probably calls 
for some slight rectification and the most 
convenient method for such rectification 
is to select some major event in his life 
which closely coincides with a major aspect 
of similar nature and use that as a key to 
the remaining aspects and events of his life. 

The most outstanding aspect by direction 
in Grant’s chart which, on the basis of the 
5.00 A.M. birth time, most closely coin- 
cides with an event of equal importance, is 
the square of the converse Ascendant to his 
natal Saturn which also happens to be the 
planet closest to his Ascendant. There were 
two major events,’both within orb of the 
aspect, which were linked so closely in cause 
and effect as to seem almost identical. 

1. The failure of the Marine Bank, May 7, 
1884, which completely wiped out ex- 
President Grant’s personal fortune leav- 
ing the family destitute and in such dire 
straits that had it not been for the 
generosity of friends they would have 
suffered the greatest privation. In addi- 
tion, this was a severe blow to his public 
prestige, honor and-eredit, since so many 
of his friends (and others who could less 
afford it), who had invested in the ven- 
ture on the strength of his name, also 
lost heavily. 

2.14 months (1° 12’ of Arc) later, on 
July 23, 1885, he died, after a lingering 
illness, of cancer of the throat. There 
is every indication that the health con- 
dition resulting in his death was greatly 
aggravated and the end hastened by the 
shock of the earlier event. Hence they 
are practically identical as psychic ex- 
periences. It may be said that Grant 
actually received his death blow in May 
1884. 

For the above reasons there is some 
question as to which of these dates, i.e., 
May 7, 1884 or July 23, 1885, we should 
use ‘as the key date, but in consideration 
of the nature of the 1884 event and its obvi- 
ous correlation with the 10th house, we have 
selected that as most probably the correct 
date. The oblique arc for this event is 
62° 02’, which gives us 19° 10’ as the 
Natal O.A.—Natal Asc. 1° 03’ Taurus, 
and the rectified time of birth 4:57 A.M. 
L.M.T.—10:34 A.M. G.M.T. 
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First, with reference to the natal chart 
in general, it is immediately apparent to 
the astrologer that here was a man pre- 
senting a strange (personality) blend of 
luck and ability. Nearly all of his biog- 
raphers,* while not in any way discount- 
ing the man’s undoubted ability and qualifi- 
cations for the task that eventually fell 
to his lot, agree that this luck (so-called) 
was also ‘phenomenal. Nine trines (the 
luck: complex) in Grant’s chart (six ‘to 
planets on the Ascendant) bear astrological 
testimony to this. For example, on No- 
vember 1, 1861, General Grant was ordered 
to make a “demonstration” on both sides 
of the Mississippi. Instead he attacked 
Belmont and drove the Confederates from 
their camp. When Confederate reinforce- 
ments surrounded the disorganized, boister- 
ous Union troops, he managed to get the 
men to the steamers just ahead of the Con- 
federate pursuers. According to Woodward: 

“Grant went into a cabin and lay 
down on a sofa to ‘rest, but he was 
there only a moment. He got up al- 
most immediately to see what was hap- 
pening on deck. As he rose, a musket 
ball cut cleanly through the boat's 
wooden side and splintered the head 
of the sofa where he had been lying.” 
Another instance which provides a case 

in point, also from Woodward: 

“Success is the product of ability 
multiplied by circumstances. Grant 
was an able soldier, but who can doubt 
that there were others, perhaps many 
others, in the Union army who were 
as able as he? Their careers were frit- 
tered away inconspicuously, chasing 
snipers in Missouri, perhaps, or drilling 
recruits in training camps. They never 

encountered the right combination of 
circumstances. 

“Grant himself said, with becoming 
modesty: ‘There are many men who 
would have done better than I did 
under the circumstances in which I 
found myself.’

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“While Grant was marching aim- 
lessly through Missouri, Lincoln and 
his cabinet were creating brigadier- 
generals by the dozen. These appoint-. 
ments were made amid the clamor of 
political squabbles. Mr. Elihu B. 
Washburne, Congressman from the 
northwest corner of Illinois, insisted 
that at least one brigadier-general 
ought to come from his district. He 
was a shrewd politician who did not 
want his constituents to get an im- 
pression that he had gone to sleep in 
Washington. That is how it hap- 
pened that Grant read one day ina 
St. Louis newspaper that he had been 
made a brigadier-general.”’* 
Even seeming misfortune or adversities 

had a way of becoming stepping stones to 
future success. For instance, with refer- 
ence to his resignation from the army 
in 1854 (July 31st), Woodward has this 
to say: 

“|... if Grant had not drunk himself 
out of the army he would probably 
never have had a chance to command 
more than a regiment during the Civil 
War. When the war began the regular 
army, with all its trained officers, was 
stupidly kept together by the govern- 
ment. The states were expected to 
drill and equip their volunteers as well 
as they could without technical super- 
vision. Everybody with military ex- 
perience was in demand in the volun- 
teer forces. Grant’s chance came be- 
cause he was a West Pointer, and out 
of the army.” 

These facts must be borne in mind when 
evaluating the probable significance of the 
various “directions” in Grant’s chart, As 
we have so often emphasized in the pages 
of American Astrology Magazine, it is not 
what happens that is really important; it is 
our reaction to the event that determines 
its ultimate effect upon our lives. What 
ever happened to this man at various times 
(excluding the final catastrophe of 1884), 
he always managed somehow to “land on 
his feet,” meanwhile doing just about what 
he pleased. It may be said that he fist

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fell on, what he considered, evil days, 
about 1880, when he came under the triple 
square (Jupiter, Sun, Saturn) by converse 
direction. In.other words, as Woodward 
says, “He drifted” even into fame and 
fortune. Even his resignation from the 
army in 1854 was a case of following the 
path of least resistance. His commanding 
officer would have much preferred to keep 
him in the army, but Grant preferred to 
drift, and let life live itself through him in 
the way that would require the minimum 
of effort on his part, even if it did mean 
short rations, There is ample evidence 
that he never wanted to be a soldier any- 
way and when he was finally placed in com- 
mand of all Union Armies (March 8, 1864) 
his methods were those of a man who was, 
more than anything else, annoyed at the 
enemy for disturbing his peace of mind. 
There was only one thing to do, annihilate 
the pest, which he proceeded to do and 
it would appear that it was only incident- 
ally (from his point of view) that in the 
process of annihilating the enemy did he 
become a national idol whom the people in- 
sisted on electing to the Presidency. 

Insofar as the Converse Directions in 
Grant’s chart are concerned, the tabula- 
tion presented herewith is for the most 
part self-explanatory, and, allowing for 
normal variations due to possible relatively 
minor inaccuracies in the basic data, these 
Arcs of Direction would appear to present 
a fairly strong case for Converse Directions 
of the Ascendant by Oblique Arc to aspects 
with natal planets. 

Records of Grant’s personal appearance, 
personality and temperament would seem 
toestablish a reasonable case for the Taurus 
Ascendant and since we are informed that 
the hour (5:00 A.M.) was obtained di- 
rectly from his father, we may assume that 
this is approximately correct. 
lt may be said that with this informa- 
tion as to his hour of birth and knowledge 
of the fact that his parental home and 
personal environment underwent a radical 
chahge while he was still in infancy, it 
should have been possible, by this method 
of direction, for an astrologer (early in his 
life) to have charted a general pattern 


for his career that would have been in the 
main in accordance with the facts of his 
later life. For one thing, Uranus in 
the 9th House trine three ascending planets, 
including the Sun and Jupiter, was.strong 
testimony that at some time during his 
life he would enjoy unusual popularity, 
public acclaim and political preferment. 
The personal responsibility to be involved 
in the position of President was indicated 
by Saturn being involved in this configura- 
tion. The fulfilment of this promise 
came following the direction of his As- 


‘cendant through that area of the zodiac 


which was in “opportunity” aspect to all 
four planets involved. 

In conclusion, a word or two about an 
aspect that is no doubt unfamiliar to the 
majority of our readers, i.e. 75°. Many 
methods of division (for aspects) have been 
suggested at various times, and among 
others the 15° angle has been suggested. 
This is not illogical since it is 1/24 of the 
circle and essentially predicates aspects in 
the ratio of one-half of a sign—just as 
reasonable as aspects in ratio of one full 
sign. The semi-square represents three of 
such units and is ‘logically considered a 
correlative or modification of the square. 
The 75° angle (5 units of 15) should by 
this line of reasoning be in some way cor- 
related with the quincunx, and it is worthy 
of note that in the case of General Grant, 
it appears oddly enough to have coincided 
with progressive or harmonious develop- 
ments in each instance, i.e., 1847, 1866, 
1869, 1872 and 1881. A study of the events 
coinciding with these directions in connec- 
tion with the planets involved would seem 
to be well worthwhile.

THREE WOMEN KILLED BY 
AUTO ALL BORN IN JUNE 


The three women killed Thursday — 


at State Street and Cherry Avenue 
when they were struck by an auto- 
mobile were all born in the month of 
June. One of them died on her 
birthday. 

Betty Marie Bond, 18, of 1847 
Gardenia Avenue, was born in 
Shreveport, Kan., on June 11, 1924; 
Agnes Harding, 45, of 1778 Lime 
Avenue, was born on June 7, 1895, 
and Jo Ann Holland, 32, of 611 
Otterheim Avenue, Puente, was born 
in Wheatland, Wyo., on June 8, 1910. 
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ANSWER: Professor James once answered 
a similar question relative to an earthquake 
wherein many thousands of persons lost 
their lives. Someone queried whether it was 
fate that impelled each of the many travel- 
ers from various parts of the world (who 
were among the victims) to take that par- 
ticular journey at a time that would bring 
them togéther at the locality in question 
at precisely that time which would result 
in their being victims of a common disaster. 
His answer was that the fact of coincidence 
of experience actually proved nothing; nor 
did it propound any problem, because 
whatever may be the experience of any 
individual at any given moment, all the 
events of that person’s life up to that mo- 
ment must inevitably appear to lead in 
natural sequence to that particular (in this 
case, final) event. He opined (in effect) 
that one could call this fate, or destiny, if 
one chose to use the term as descriptive of 
the totality of the life experience, but the 
fact remained that because of the event or 
experience under consideration, there was 
not necessarily anything binding upon any 
of the links (events) in any preceding in- 
dividual chain of causation or experience. 
In other words, the present (whatever may 
be its force, of coincidence or otherwise) 
does not influence or predetermine the 
past, and it is conceivable that any of the

individuals involved in such a common 
disaster could have altered the course of 
his life’s experiences at any time preceding 
the event in question, 

The above is, of course, a purely philo- 
sophical analysis of the problem, and while 
logically sound, yet it is not advanced as 
a complete answer to the problem pro- 
pounded by owr correspondents. Here the 
interest is primarily in what astrological 
parallelisms, if any, may exist in the vari- 
ous planetary birth patterns of individuals 
who all happen to become victims of a 
social condition or public disaster. 

In the case of the three women men- 
tioned by F. E. C. who simultaneously be- 
came victims of an auto accident, we find 
that in fact there was one very striking 
parallelism in that all three were born in 
the same Sun sign (Gemini) and within a 
zodiacal area covering a maximum period 
of five days; to which must be added the 
significant fact that the accident occurred 
on the birthdate (June 11th) of one of the 
victims. 

It will be noted that two of these women 
had a strong emphasis on Gemini by a 
triple conjunction of major planets (in- 
cluding the Sun). In both cases the Moon 
was also involved, in one by conjunction 
and in the other by opposition. In the other 
case, the young woman born June 11th

(also the date of the accident), we find the 
natal Sun involved in a cross with Uranus 
and Jupiter, Finally on June 12th (the day 
following’ the accident), there was a solar 
conjunction with Mercury in 21° 14’ 
Gemini within 1° of the natal Sun in this 
chart. This solar conjunction was followed 
the next day (June 13th) by a New Moon 
in 22° 12’ Gemini, both being involved 
in the natal cross and on a square with 
the transitting Neptune. 

In regard to these configurations and 
from the birthdates alone, the astrologer 
could say (and incidentally all he could 
say) that this period from June 9th to 13th 
inclusive was definitely a dangerous period 
for all three of the persons involved in this 
accident, with special emphasis on the in- 
dividual born June 11th, since in her case 
the transitting contacts were much closer 
than in the case of the other two. We might 
say that she was the focal point of the 
event; the others could have escaped more 
easily than she, i.e., we might speculate 
that had the woman born June 11th not 
been there, the chances of the accident oc- 
curring would have greatly diminished. But 
in the final analysis we are brought back to 
our original and inescapable conclusion 
that it was after all an accident and by no 
means a necessarily foreordained event. In 
other words, it is our contention that prior 


knowledge of the astrological configurations 
involved here, and specifically insofar: as 
such,may have included a knowledge of the 
mutual relationships existing between these 
three charts, could have enabled these per- 
sons to escape this accident. Even fore- 
knowledge of this period as a dangerous 
one on the part of each, or any, of the 
victims could have resulted in each person 
being more than ordinarily alert and thus 
the accident might have been avoided. It 
is in such constructive psychological effects 
resulting from astrological foreknowledge 
of probable dangers that is found the real 
practical value of Astrology. 

In the continental-conditions cited by 
H. M. H., we find the same principles at 
work, only in much broader perspective. 
For each individual involved in such a mass 
(large scale) catastrophe, the problem is 
admittedly much more complicated and it 
may be said that the individual freedom of 
choice diminishes as the individual experi- 
ences become increasingly involved as part 
of a general social trend or condition. Yet 
it must also be admitted that this freedom 
of choice never entirely disappears. Those 
two are unhappily faced with such a gen- 
eral (social) calamity as that which has 
overtaken the people of Europe, are merely 
faced with the necessity of adapting their 
actions and reactions to the particular so- 
cial conditions in which they are involved, 
applying such foreknowledge as they may 
have of unusual dangers to these specific 
conditions. Complicated? Yes, indeed, very 
complicated; particularly is it so in the 
case of hostages who are murdered at the 
whim of their conquerors for offenses of 
which they have no knowledge and with 
which they had nothing to do. However, in 
the case of hostages, prisoners of war, and 
certain proscribed social groups, it may be 
said that it is too late for them to do very 
much about their future after-their fate has 
already been sealed by capture or imprison- 
ment, It is too late to start covering your 
bets after the race has been run. The 
process of self-preservation should have 
started as far as possible in advance of this 
final calamity and astrological foreknowl- 
edge could have been of assistance to er 
far sighted individuals.

With reference to the general (social) 
conditions in which individuals may find 
themselves, these may logically be traced 
to major planetary transits and configura- 
tions, the consequences of which no indi- 
vidual who happens to be involved as a 
member of a given social group may en- 
tirely escape, any more than a person 
caught in a rainstorm can avoid getting 
wet. Naturally any person inevitably 
shares the general conditions of that social 
order to which he belongs or in which he 
lives. 

Specifically answering the question posed 
by H. M. H., it may be said that undoubt- 
edly all the individuals directly involved in 
a given social order will have direct natal 
contacts linking them (more or less power- 
fully) to the major planets or configurations 
to which their particular social order is 
keyed. It may further be admitted that 
such direct (astrological) links probably 
indicate or symbolize a strong psychic at- 
traction to a given social condition. Yet we 
cannot emphasize too greatly the fact that 
nevertheless each individual originally had 
the power to resist that attraction and to 
so alter his course of life that he would not 
have (ever) become a member of the par- 
ticular social group to which he may now 
belong, and which in the case of our 
European neighbors now happens to be 
synonymous with misery, privation and 
dire peril.

VOLTAGE 


It is a well-known doctrine in astrology 
that light, heat and life itself flow into the 
Earth from the Sun, but an influence from 
the Moon reaches mankind on Earth which 
is experienced as a variation of fortune. 
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This was known to the ancients. Macro. 
bius, in “Saturnalia,” states in several 
places that fortune is a lunar quality and 
that the Moon confers fortune, either good 
or bad, upon all human beings at the time 
of their birth. 

Simplicius gives a very noted definition 
of fortune. He says: “Indeed, every fortune 
is good, for-every attainment respects some- 
thing good, nor does anything evil subsist 
from divinity. But of things that are good 
some are precedaneous and others of a 
punishing or revenging characteristic which 
we call evil. Hence we speak of two 
fortunes, one of which we denominate 
good, and which is the cause of us obtain- 
ing precedaneous goods, but the other evil, 
which prepares us to receive punishment or 
revenge.” (In Taylor’s translation it is be- 
lieved that precedaneous means simply a 
preceding or superior influence flowing 
from planetary sources.) 

Plato has repeated again and again that 
all influences that affect mankind flow in 
like a flood to the life principles of a 
human being from Syn, Moon and planets. 

Swedenborg time after time mentions 
this “influx,” or the flowing in of “celestial” 
influence, and even went so far as to de- 
clare that unless this flow was continuous 
from an outside, and according to his 
terminology, spiritual source, all living 
things would soon perish.

(Sutcliffe died before Pluto was dis- 
covered and my solution for that planet 
may not be exact.) 

Here we see the voltage of the Moon is 
40.664 as compared with the Sun at 34.755, 
Jupiter 17.258 and Mercury 7.294, and 
this is just about the comparative influence 
allowed by the ancient Chaldeans, who 
certainly considered the Moon much the 
most powerful planetary body, surpassing 
the Sun by fully ten percent. 

We do not as yet know positively that 
Sutcliffe’s equation No. 167 will give re- 
liable results for masses materially differing 
from the electric masses, but it is certain 
we are now a long way forward on the 
road to recovering the lost system’ of 
planetary prognostics used by the ancients 
and the establishing of a reasonably close 
mathematical estimate of other known and 
theoretical planetary influences.

An Analysis of the Probable Changes, Social and Political, 
Coincident with the Transit of Neptune from 
Virgo Into Libra, October, 1942 


PART I 


Neptune 


O, September 21, 1928, Neptune en- 
tered Virgo. It remained there until the 
20th of February, 1929, when it retrograded 
back into Leo. On the 10th of May, 1929, 
it turned direct, and reentered Virgo on the 
24th of July. Since then it has remained 
in Virgo, and on October 3, 1942, it enters 
Libra. It will retrograde back into Virgo 
in April, 1943. On the 3rd of August, 1943, 
it reenters Libra where it will remain for 
many years to come. 

During the time that Neptune was in 
Virgo, the world has been very much stirred 
up and a complete change has occurred in 
people’s habits of living and doing. Since 
Virgo is the natural sign for the 6th house, 
the transit of Neptune in Virgo has brought 
Neptunian conditions into all matters con- 
cerned with that house. Some of the 
main departments of life which are ruled 
by the 6th house and Virgo are health and 
sickness, service to others, and servants, 
food, shelter and work. This, of course, is 
one of the most important subjects. Our 
very life depends upon our work. 

This house also has a great deal to do 
with clothing, household necessities, furni- 

ture and furnishings, and gadgets and con- 
 yeniences of all sorts. Turning to another 
type of interpretation which concerns mun- 
dane Astrology, we find that the house

and sign rule labor and labor organizations, 
In mundane Astrology also the sign Virgo 
rules the army and navy, the civil service, 
and the department of public health, 

Since the 6th sign and house are opposite 
to the 12th sign and house, the transit of 
any planet in Virgo affects Pisces and the 
affairs of the 12th house. The 12th house 
is a most interesting division of the horo- 
scope and one very hard to understand. It 
rules secret sorrows as well as secret op- 
portunities. In fact, secrecy is one of the 
great characteristics of this house and sign. 
Thus we find that prisons, reformatories, 
criminals, spies and secret enemies of the 
country at home and abroad are included 
here. It also concerns hospitals, asylums, 
charitable institutions, occult organizations, 
the study of occultism, as well as mystical 
and occult religions, 

While the movie industry is too recent 
to have received the rulership by house of 
the older astrologers, our best present day 
writers attribute the movie industry, as well 
as circuses, to the 12th house. The fact 
that the 12th house rules large animals and 
the elephant in particular, is an interesting 
corollary to this matter. The 6th house 
rules animals also but it has to do with 
small animals. Since the elephant is the 
backbone of the circus, it is not inap- 
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propriate that the circus and the 12th 
house are connected. Pisces has to do 
with the slums and with the down and out 
element of society. It therefore has to do 
with clowns and masquerades and with all 
of those who are forced by circumstances to 
appear to be what they are not. 

Neptune is the ruler of Pisces and thus 
it is poorly placed in its opposite sign Virgo. 
In fact, there is no sign of the zodiac which 
is so detrimental to the tricky, sometimes 
spiritual and sometimes degraded, gifted 
and interesting planet, Neptune. Therefore 
during the transit of Neptune in Virgo, the 
far-off and inspirational planet Neptune 
has been eating out its own heart. Rather 
we might give as an example that Spartan 
boy with a fox beneath his tunic, who al- 
lowed himself to be well-nigh destroyed 
rather than admit his own wrong-doing in 
stealing the fox. Neptune at its best would 
like to be purely spiritual, functioning 
through the watery, intuitive, musical sign 
Pisces. Here, however, it has been forced 
to take on the characteristics of Mercurial 
Virgo, an earthy, practical, orderly sign, a 
materialistic, literal sign and one absolutely 
foreign to itself. 

It is no wonder then that during this 
period such tremendous transformations 
have come over the world. The subtle Nep- 
tune works unseen. and unnoticed through 
all and with all. Its action is so imper- 
ceptible, covered up, and far-reaching that 
many of us have not seen the fantastic and 
unbelievable things which have been done 
to our world in the last fourteen years. 

In order to understand the nature of 
Neptune and the effect which it has had 
in Virgo, we must understand not only 
Virgo but Neptune itself. And further- 
more to be prepared for the great change 
which will come when it goes into Libra, 
we must study Libra and analyze all its 
possibilities, potencies, powers and weak- 
nesses. 

Key words are often of great value in 
getting at the root of the matter from.an 
analytical point of view. For Neptune, I 
use two: Inspiration and Chaos. The 
planet is metaphysical, emotional and uni- 
versal. It rules brotherhood, collectivism 


and communism. Neptune governs the 
rare and exotic as well as the unwholesome. 
One of the most important departments 
in which it works is connected with mys- 
tery, clairvoyance, dreams and visions. It 
is concerned with the navy and the water, 
water trips, sailing, hydro-airplanes and 
trap doors. Its realm is also the realm of 
gases and poisons, of nervous trouble and 
of invalids, and it has to do with hunch- 
backs, queer sicknesses and bad mental 
outlooks. Again, it is the significator of 
junkmen and junk heaps, and also rules 
second-hand dealers, fish, marine life of all 
kinds, drunkards and intoxicants. It has 
to do with masquerades, disguises, disap- 
pearances, hiding and camouflage. 

During the period which we are studying, 
we find that the influence of Neptune in 
Virgo exaggerated, changed, and made very 
sensational or very revolutionary all the 
affairs of the 6th house. Thus it is during 
this period that labor has come into great 
power, with the meek and humble infil- 
trating Neptune organizing the workers of 
the world into an enormous, powerful army, 
bent upon changing their own status, and 
upon making themselves from a “have-not” 
class and occupation, into one of the power- 
ful and important “haves.” 

During Neptune’s transit through Virgo, 
ideas have changed regarding food. Syn- 
thetic foods, prepared foods, reinforced 
foods and ersatz foods have all come into 
the limelight and occupy the front pages 
of the papers. Vitamins have become 
omnipotent and have been acknowledged 
as the kings of food. In questions of 
sickness and maintaining health, the 
methods of treatment have already under- 
gone an amazing revolution. The use of 
water in therapeutic matters has become 
recognized and miraculous new drugs such 
as sulfanilamide have become almost as 
common as quinine and aspirin. 

Neptune also has to do with nudity, and 
while it has been transiting Virgo, which 
rules clothing, our costumes for many oc- 
casions have been reduced almost to a 
minimum. The cult of nudism has grown’ 
up and the exposure of the body has be- 
come almost a fetish. Even where the 
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body is covered, a revolution in the kind 
of clothes has appeared and in the future 
man may even wonder whether he has any 
right at all to trousers, so addicted have 
young ladies and matrons become to wear- 
ing their beloved and comfortable slacks 
and pajamas. 

When we consider the army and the 
navy, the influence of Neptune upon Virgo 
has been even more amazing. All lighter- 
than-air craft are ruled by Neptune, and 
Neptune has a great deal to do with all 
aviation, although Uranus undoubtedly has 
the preference. Neptune, however, has 
complete control over parachute troops, 
gliders, submarines,’ poison gas and trap 
doors. The conquest of Crete was a com- 
plete illustration of Neptune in Virgo. 
Crete, ruled by Virgo, was invaded by air- 
borne troops, paratroops, gliders, and other 
Neptunian means of transportation. These 
influences are shown in other campaigns 
and in many parts of the world. Where 
combat airplanes of all sorts are concerned, 
they all have trap-doors from which the 
pilot and the passengers bail out in case of 
danger. 

Since we have said the 6th house and 
Virgo are concerned with small animals 
and particularly birds, we see the reason 
from an astrological point of view for the 
importance of carrier pigeons in modern 
war. The importance of rubber in all types 
of war machinery is too well known to 
need a mention here. Neptune rules those 
things which lie flat and may then be in- 
flated to a larger size, and therefore we see 
the perfection to which rubber boats have 
been brought. The Commando, from the 
very nature of the work he does, is ruled by 
Neptune. The work of the Commandos is 
becoming more and more important as 
time goes on, and we understand now that 
this kind of warfare will be most important 
in the invasion of Europe and the winning 
of the war. The Commando is a typical 
Neptunian. He comes secretly, he comes at 
night; his whole body and even his teeth 
are blackened and blocked out. Many 
Commandos are of very high rank but they 
assume the hardest tasks, the most menial 
appearance, and the most arduous, anony-

mous duties. They are suicide troops and 
run every danger of being imprisoned and 
losing themselves completely. 

During the years of Neptune’s opposition 
to Pisces, its own radical sign, we have 
seen the great depression, with bread lines, 
and enormous demands upon charitable and 
eleemosynary institutions. It has, however, 
brought a different method and a far more 
humane manner of dealing with reforma- 
tories and institutions into civilized coun- 
tries. This position has caused the terrible 
concentration camps of the Nazis, the deg- 
radation of the conquered people and the 
savage medieval revenges upon countries, 
towns and villages. 


The guerrilla is akin to the Commando, 
although he works in a different way. He 
too is Neptuniqn and with Neptune in 
Virgo, the army sign, we see whole na- 
tions represented with guerrilla armies, 
They work in secret, live off of the land, 
strike quickly and in a mysterious way, and 
disappear into nothingness. Governments 
in exile which hide a high state beneath 
a humble roof in a strange land are also 
representative of Neptune in Virgo. Kings 
and princes, queens and princesses assume 
a humble mien and patiently work out a 
meek existence in contradistinction to their 
real character and position in life. They 
do this because they are victims and Nep- 
tune can so easily become a victim.

An Analysis of the Nativity of Cesare Borgia, Duke of 


Valentinois and of Romagna, Prince of Andria 





A... the earliest mention of Cesare 
Borgia is when, at the age of fifteen, he 
attended the Sapienza at Perugia. It was 
at this center of learning that he early re- 
vealed his precocious wit and extraordinary 
talents. With his rising Mercury in Virgo 
in trine to the Moon in Taurus in the 9th 
one would expect his phenomenal mentality 
to become apparent at an early age. Count- 
ing each cusp as five years of his life, by 
the time he had progressed from the As- 
cendant to his Geminian Midheaven (ruled 
also by Mercury, Ruler of the Ascendant) 
he had experienced the trine from Jupiter 
in Aquarius in the 5th House (governing 
schools). A year later, in 1491, he began at- 
tending the University of Pisa, frequented 
at that time by all the gilded youth of Italy. 
At Perugia he kept a magnificent estab- 
lishment, as had the eminent Cardinal 
Roderigo, his father, before him. Here, 
again} we see the effect of the trine from 
Jupiter at work in the royal 5th House to 
the cusp of the 10th house, ruling the 
career plus the trine of the latter to the 
cusp of the Aquarian 6th (the House of 
Service) that rules the physical comforts 
f life. 

Now his father wished him to follow an 
ecclesiastical career, for which purpose 
he undertook the study of Canon Law (Mer- 
cury in Virgo rising and trine the Moon in 
the 9th, Virgo and the 9th House both 
ruling ecclesiastical law) “for which study,” 
says the old chronicle, “‘he was peculiarly 
fitted.” With the configuration above men- 
tioned there is not the slightest doubt but

what he was “peculiarly fitted” for it; in- 
deed I cannot well imagine a Birth Figure 
more conducive toward such study. Cahon 
Law is a particularly casuistic study, the 
balancing of ecclesiastical technicalities be- 
ing such as would have delighted the heart 
of a pharisee. Thus he adapted himself, 
in accordance with the spirit of the times, 
to a career in the Church, which he later 
filled for a time, much to the satisfaction 
of his father. 

At the age of seventeen, while yet at 
Pisa, he was appointed prothonotary of the 
Church and preconized bishop of Pampe- 
luna in Spain. His Progressed Moon at this 
time was just entering Sagittarius (religion 
and the Higher Mind) and going to the 


. trine of Mars and Saturn in Leo in the 11th 


House (hopes and aspirations). From the 
standpoint of the Planetary Periods, the 
Moon had just made her fourth four-year 
round of his Nativity, and had contacted 
her radical place in 15° Taurus—rendered 
the more powerful by her being conjunct 
the North Node of Mars and Mercury 
(ambition joined to intellect)—and thus 
brought 9th House affairs (science and 
religious law) into additional prominence 
before progressing to about 15° Leo and 
so to the trine of the Sagittarian 4th. In 
addition to this, Mars had just made his 15- 
year round and contacted his radical Mars 
and Saturn and so intensified his ambitions 
to a marked degree. He was now at the 
start of the Venusian Age that spans the 
period from the fifteenth to the twenty- 
second year. But having Venus in Virgo— 
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‘practically in her detriment—in the 
spiritual 12th House and in trine to the 
Moon in the 9th, the access of libido did 
not bother him to the extent it might have 
otherwise; besides in that age churchmen 
could indulge themselves in Venusian pas- 
times to their hearts’ content without let 
or hindrance. 

At last, when he was tain upon 
the death of Pope Innocent VIII, his father, 
Roderigo, Cardinal de Lanzol y Borja, was 
elected to the Papacy under the title of 
Alexander VI, the consummation of a life- 
time ambition. At the consistory of Sep- 
temper 1493 his father created him Cardi- 
nal-Deacon of Santa Maria Nuova. Thus 
we see that in those times youth was no 
barrier to ecclesiastical preferment. 

But by now he had suffered a change of 
heart, all his inclination turning toward an 
active military career. As Boccaccio, who 
know him intimately relates:—“On the day 
before yesterday I found Cesare at home 
in Trastevere. He was on the point of set- 
ting out to go hunting, and entirely in 
secular habit; that is to say dressed in silk 
and armed. Riding together we talked a 
while. I am among his most intimate ac- 
quaintances. He is a man of great talent 
and of an excellent nature; his manners are 
those of the son of a great prince;, above 
everything, he is joyous and light-hearted. 
He is very modest, much superior to, and 
of a much finer appearance than his brother, 
the Duke of Gandia, who also is not short 
of natural gifts. The archbishop never had 
any inclination for the priesthood. But his 
benefice yields him over 16,000 ducats.” 
Furthermore it is a matter of record that 
he received only the minor and, therefore, 
revocable orders, and that he was never 
ordained a priest, though he had received 
the tonsure and had been proposed as 
bishop of Valencia, Spain. At this time his 
Sun had about made its nineteen-year re- 
turn to its radical place in his Nativity, a 
period of great emotional and mental stress 
in everyone’s life, while his Progressed 
Moon was about entering Capricorn, the 
career Sign, upon the Sth cusp of his 
Figure. 


Sabatini in his “Life of Cesare Borgia” 
(Brentano’s, New York) describes his ap- 
pearance about this time: “Tall, of an 
athletic slenderness, and exceedingly grace- 
ful in his movements, he was acknowledged 
to be the handsomest man of,his age. His 
face was long and pale, his brow lofty, his “ 
nose delicately aquiline. He had long auburn 
hair, and his hazel eyes, large, quick in 
their movements and singularly searching 
in their glance, were alive with the genius 
of the soul behind them. He inherited from 
his father the stupendous health and vigour 
for which Alexander had been remarkable 
in his youth, and was remarkable still in 
his old age.” 

Thus his appearance did not belie his 
Nativity, for his stars were supreme in 
their strength. 


II 


The Captain-General of the 
Pontifical Army 


On the one hand you have the testimony 
of Burchard, the diarist and Papal Master 
of Ceremonies at the Vatican, along with 
that of the renegade Tommaso Tommasio- ‘ 
whose real name was Gregorio Leti— 
Guicciardini, Matarazzo, and Panvinio, 
down to Gregorovius, Vasari, and the ro- 
mantic and imaginative Dumas, and on 
the other Rafael Sabatini who has done his 
best as Cesare’s apologist: the legion of 
enemies and romanticists, detractors all of 
them, whose pens were steeped in venom, 
as against the—so far as I am able to as- 
certain—single champion of fair play and 
appreciation. 

Where lies the truth? 

Assuredly nowhere if not in his Birth 
Figure! 

Was he, or was he not, the murderer of 
Giovanni Borgia, Duke of Gandia, his 
brother, on the night of June 14th, 1497? 

Was he, or was he not, the instigator of 
the assassination of his brother-in-law, Al- 
fonso of Aragon, and of his cousin Gio- 
vanni, Cardinal Borgia—three foul mur- 
ders, the first and second by ruffians he is 
supposed to have hired, the last by means 
of some deftly administered poison—the 
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famous white powders of the Borgias—at 
a distance, by his direction? 

Did he, or did he not, erigage in the active 
practice of Black Magic, of pederasty and 
incest, and so generally flout the laws of 
Deity and man? 

Was he not a wolf in sheep’s clothing, 
not to enter into the particulars of all the 
remaining crimes he is accused of at the 
bar of history? 

For this information we need but to con- 
sult his Birth Figure, reproduced herewith. 
The answer being that, given the Nativity 
that he had, he might well have committed 
all these and many more crimes and— 
never be positively convicted of them. 
There is no reliable nor trustworthy record, 
however, that has positively pinned any of 
these acts to him; it being all a matter of 
hearsay, rumor and wagging tongues. 

We are not concerned here with any par- 
ticular crime, since to analyze any one of 
them separately would manifestly involve 
an immense amount of analysis and re- 
search, and take up too much space besides 
wearying the reader into the bargain. Then, 
too, Ptolemy’s first aphorism, “A te aut 
Scientid,” must be borne in mind, whereby 


~ it is seen to be no mean thing to be able to 


search out the intimacy of a man’s private 
life, requiring, as it undoubtedly does, in- 
spiration from on high. But with the Ruler 
of the 3rd (brethren) joined to Saturn in 
the 11th, while in square to Uranus on the 
3rd cusp, with the Moon in Taurus in the 
9th (House of Magic) in trine to Mercury 
on the Virgo Ascendant, and with Jupiter 
squaring the Moon from the Sth, the Scor- 
pionic conjunction in the 3rd opposing the 
Moon, etc, etc, it is apparent that the major- 
ity, at least, of these accusations might 
possibly, very possibly, have been well 
founded. Yet that he did none of these acts 
wantonly, there having of necessity to be 
a reason behind all of them, is at once ap- 
parent from the rising Mercury in sextile 
with both Uranus and Neptune, while in 
trine aspect to Luna in the 9th. That he 
was, providing he did them, so successful in 
hiding them is due to this brace of assisting 
sextiles and the lunar trine, as also to the 
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species of mutual reception between the 
Sun and Saturn. After all, considering the 
age in which this man lived, and given his 
Nativity, one rationally should not, logically 
could not and naturally would not expect 
other than such a reaction to it. Life, all 
life, was held cheap in this age, while sex 
had long since become the subject of ribald 
jest and experiment. In the present era 
there would have been no question of his 
taking up a churchly career, though he 
might well have passed a brilliant bar ex- 
amination and have embarked upon the 
practice of criminal law with marked suc- 
cess from the outset. But in the eyes of 
his contemporaries his crime lay not so 
much in that he conceived these designs 
as in the fact that he was so successful 
in carrying them out secretly, as, too, in 
the fact that he held himself aloof socially 
and intellectually, displaying not a trace 
of the commoner human emotions and 
weaknesses. As regards his evil propensities 
it would be well to remember that these 
same contemporaries of his were all pretty 
well tarred with the same brush, but that 
they had neither his peculiar genius nor 
his address and dexterity, his political 
acuteness nor his matchless self-confidence; 
no, nor the mundane advantages that he 
enjoyed; and that had they had his posi- 
tion, they would have been able to carry 
them out. And all this, remember, at scarce — 
twenty-two years of age, a mere boy. 

“T would thou wert hot or that thou wert 
cold,” said Jehovah long ago, “yet because 
thou art lukewarm, therefore shall I spew 
thee out of my mouth.” 

Now, therefore, this extraordinary man 
scarcely fell under Jehovah’s ban, his 
Nativity, his entire life and career that it 
represents, being part and parcel of the 
very essence of frigidity—which, again, is 
the very reason why he was so hated by 
most of his contemporaries. However, the 
farther one is removed from the picture of 
those times the clearer one is enabled to see 
them as a whole, and the more disinterested _ 
and, therefore, the soberer, the more ac- 
curate becomes one’s estimate.

A Statistical Analysis of Presidential Birth-dates 
According to Astrological Interpretation 


Part Il: Moon Mars Aspects 


4g an earlier report on presidential birth- 
dates* the occurrence of Sun-Saturn square, 
opposition and conjunction aspects was 
tested for statistical significance. The spe- 
cific question answered in that article was: 
How many national elections in United 
States history resulted in presidents who 
were born under a square, conjunction or 
opposition aspect of the Sun and Saturn, 
and is there any statistical significance at- 
tached to these observations? The analy- 
sis showed that there was a statistically 
significant difference from the mean expec- 
tancy for presidential elections resulting in 
Sun square, conjunct or opposition Saturn 
men, and that the square had greater sig- 
nificance than either of the other two as- 
pects. 

, In the present study, as in the previous 
one, only such facts are utilized as can be 
verified objectively. There is no theory 
which we are determined to prove or dis- 
prove. These are to be viewed as explora- 
tory experiments in astrology; to determine 
whether there is a sound basis to its tenets, 
insofar as statistical methods are appli- 
cable. 

Astrology maintains that there is mean- 
ing in the relationships between an indi- 
vidual’s birth-date and the positions of the 
heavenly bodies at the time of his birth. 
More individuals possessing certain given 
traits are believed to be born under given 
patterns of positions for the heavenly

bodies than others who lack such traits. 
This excess, if it really exists in a group, 
is a measurable quantity. It can be an- 
alyzed for statistical significance. 

The presidents of the United States are 
a highly selected group. They are a unique 
group. However many and great may be 
the individual differences among them, it 
is reasonable to assume that they, as a 
group, varied sufficiently from the general 
population to be selected for this high office. 
We do not intend to measure the intangible 
differences. Our purpose is to investigate 
the astrologers’ contention that one ex- 
planation for their rise to such a prominent 
position lies in the relative places of the 
heavenly bodies at the time of their birth. 
Both birth-dates and planetary positions 
are objective facts available to anyone who 
is interested in obtaining them. 
Present purpose: In this report we continue 
our analysis of the presidential birth-dates 
with respect to another pair of heavenly 
bodies, the Moon and Mars. We will at- 
tempt to answer the following question: 
How many national elections in United 
States history resulted in presidents who 
were born within given aspect periods for 
seven aspects of the Moon and Mars, and 
are there any statistically significant varia- 
tions from the mean expectancy for any of 
them? The aspects to be considered are the 
conjunction ( 6 ), semi-sextile ( v ), sextile 
(>), square ((), trine (A), quincunx 
(X%), and opposition ( & ). These aspects 
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represent angular differences in geocentric 
longitude between two heavenly bodies, as 
follows: conjunction, 0 degrees; semi-sex- 
tile, 30 degrees; sextile, 60 degrees; square, 
90 degrees; trine, 120 degrees; quincunx, 
150 degrees; opposition, 180 degrees. 


Description of Data 


Since it was not possible to obtain the 
hour of birth for all the presidents, each 
president was assumed to be born at noon 
of his birth-date. In Table I, the geocentric 
longitude of the Moon and Mars at noon 
for each presidential birth-date is. given. 


Zachary Taylor is omitted from the entire 
study because his birthday is unknown. 
Four men who served as presidents, Tyler, 
Fillmore, Johnson and Arthur, succeeded 
to the office but were not elected. Their 
birth-dates also are omitted from the tables, 
as we are dealing with elected presidents 
only. The planetary positiorfs have been 
taken from the following ephemerides for 
the years which each covers: 

1) Ephémérides des mouvemens célestes, 1725-1792 

2) Parker’s Ephemeris, 1767-177 

3) Nautical Almanac and Astronomical Ephemeris, 

Great Britain, 1783-1800 


4) Raphael’s Astronomical Ephemeris, 1801-1850 
5) Die Deutsche Ephemeride, 1850-1899

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‘ Next, we found the difference in hours 
and minutes between noon of the presi- 
dential birth-date and the time of the as- 
pect nearest that birth-date. 

The Moon-Mars aspect nearest the birth- 
date, the date and time of the aspect, and 
the differences in time between the hour of 
the aspect and noon of. the birthday are 
summarized in Table II. The number of 
times each president was elected also is 
given. 


Probability of Birth Under a Given 
Aspect for the Moon and Mars 


The probability of birth under a given 
aspect of the Moon and Mars is the ratio 
of the time duration of the aspect’s potency 
to the time duration of the aspect cycle. 
Aspect cycle for the Moon and Mars: The 
aspect cycle is the interval of time from 


one conjunction to the next succeeding 


conjunction, considered in geocentric longi- 
tude. During this interval the conjunction 
and opposition can occur only once each; 
the semi-sextile, sextile, square, trine, and 
quincunx each occur twice. This makes a 
total of twelve possible aspects, at thirty- 
degree intervals, during one aspect cycle. 

The mean duration of the aspect cycle 
for the Moon and Mars is computed from 
the following formula:*

the mean hourly motion in geocentric longitude for all 
the planets, i 
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Therefore, the mean aspect cycle for the 
moon and Mars equals 682.32 hours. This 
value represents the denominator of the 
probability ratio. 

Period of aspect potency: The astrologer 
believes that an aspect has a period of 
potency before and after the exact moment 
of its occurrence. This potency period is 
referred to as the orb of the aspect, and is 
defined in terms of differences in geocentric 
longitude of the two bodies being con- 
sidered. 

In general practice the number. of de- 
grees considered valid for an aspect orb 
varies among astrologers. An orb of twenty 
degrees, allowing twelve degrees before the 
aspect formation and eight degrees after, 
has been suggested. We analyzed the data 
on the basis of this twenty degree orb, and 
on the basis of other potency periods which 
the data revealed as possibly significant. 

To obtain the numerator of the prob- 
ability fraction, the formula for calculating 
the mean aspect cycle is used, and the orb 
of potency is substituted for the value of 
360 degrees in the numerator. If we con- 
sider the astrologer’s theory of the limited 
potency period of 20 degrees, the orb is 
convertible by the formula into a time 
duration of 38 hours. 

From Table II we see that the aspects 
occurred from 25 hours 24 minutes before 
to 24 hours and 30 minutes after noon of 
the presidential birth-dates. This repre- 
sents a range of almost 50 hours, which is 
approximately equal to an arc of 26 de- 
grees. This arc represents limits set by the 
present data, and the arc can be expected to 
approach a magnitude of 30 degrees as a 
maximum as more presidents are elected. 
Therefore, it was considered advisable to 
analyze the data on the basis of a 30 degree 
orb. The average duration of a 30 degree 
orb is 57 hours. 

Another possible consideration for the 
Moon-Mars aspects is an orb potency pe- 
riod equal to the length of the 24-hour day, 
This represents an arc of 12.66 degrees. 

These potency periods may be divided 
into two sections, to conform with the 
astrological belief that an aspect is potent 
for a longer period before it is formed than

after. For example, in a 20 degree orb the 
periods are 12 degrees before and 8 de- 
grees after the occurrence of the aspect. 
This is a ratio of 3:2. The same time ratio 
may be applied to all the aspect periods 
without changing the value of the prob- 
ability fraction for the total period. The 
frequencies within the defined orb, how- 
ever, can be expected to change. 

In time units, the 3:2 ratios are as fol- 
lows for each potency period: 

A 24-hour orb is divided into periods 

of 14 hours 24 minutes before and 9 

hours 36. minutes after the aspect. 

A 38-hour orb is divided into periods 

of 22 hours 48 minutes before and 15 

hours 12 minutes after the aspect. 

A 57-hour orb is divided into periods 

34 hours 12 minutes before and 22 

hours 48 mjnutes after the aspect. 

The orbs were also divided into periods 
of equal duration before and after the as- 
pect moment, that is, a 1:1 ratio. 

Probabilities: The probability of birth 
under each orb potency period was com- 
puted, with results as follows: 

For an orb of 12.66 degrees, correspond- 
ing to a time span of 24 hours, the prob- 
ability of birth under an aspect occurring 
once during an aspect cycle is .035. For an 
aspect occurring twice during an aspect 
cycle, the probability is .070. 

For an orb of 20 degrees, corresponding 
to a time span of 38 hours, the probability 
of birth under an aspect occurring only 
once during the aspect cycle is .056. The 
probability is .111 for an aspect occurring 
twice during the cycle, 


For an orb of 30 degrees, corresponding 
to a time span of 57 hours, the probability 
for one aspect is .084; and for an aspect 
occurring twice, the probability is .167. 

These probabilities are summarized in 
Table III. 


Statistical Analysis of the Bitth-Dates 


From Table II, another table of fre- 
quencies was set up showing the total 
number of elections for each of the seven 
aspects in six potency period categories. 
The number of men represented by the 
elections is included. These data are given 
in Table IV. Each of the three orb periods, 
twenty-four, thirty-eight, and fifty-seven 
hours, is divided into two sets: one, the 3:2 
ratio of potency periods, and the other, 
periods of equal duration before and after 
the aspect formation or a 1:1 ratio. 

The totals in Table IV show that 13 
men, representing 22 elections, were born 
within the 24-hour potency period of the 
seven aspects, when the orb is divided into 
equal periods of 12 hours each before and 
after the aspect, or on the 1:1 ratio basis. 
Of the 22 elections, 5 represent the con- 
junction (6); 4, the semi-sextile (v); 
4 the sextile (>); 2, the square (1); 
4, the trine (A); 2, the quincunx (1); 
and 1, the opposition ( ° ). Other columns 
in the table are to be read in the same 
manner. 

Are any of these frequencies unusual? In 
other words, is there a statistically signifi- 
cant difference between any of these fre- 
quencies and the mean expectation for any 
aspect? 3

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The probability ratios have already been 
obtained (Table ITI). 

The expected mean for each probability 
is obtained by multiplying the given prob- 
ability by the total number ‘of elections 
represented in the study, or 38 elections. 
The difference between the observed fre- 
quency of elections for any given aspect 
and the mean expectation is the mean 
difference. pa 

The standard deviation equals \/spq, 
where s equals the total number of elec- 
tions (38), p equals the given probability, 
and g equals 1 — p. 

If the mean difference is about three 
times its standard deviation, it is considered 
a statistically significant difference. 

Tables V, VI, and VII summarize the 
calculations for each aspect according to 
the three total potency period categories, 
and fheir respective sub-groupings of peri- 
ods before and after the aspect formation.

A survey of Tables V, VI, and VI 


shows that in no case is there a statistically 
significant variation from the mean ex- 


_ pectancy for each of the following six 
aspects: the semi-sextile, sextile, square, 


trine, quincunx, and opposition. 

There is, however, a’ statistically signifi- 
cant difference from the mean expectation 
for the conjunction in every case. When 
the orb is 24 hours, divided into 12-hour 
periods before and after the aspect moment, 
the mean difference is 3.25 times the stand- 
ard deviation. The chances against such an 
event’s occurring are 999 in 1000. 

When the orb is 24 hours, divided on the 
basis of a 3:2 ratio, the mean difference is 
4.13 times its standard deviation. The odds 
in favor of such an occurrence by chance 
alone are 1 in 50,000, or 49,999 in 50,000 
against it. 

When the orb, or aspect potency period, 
is taken as 38 hours, with the periods be-

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fore and after the aspect moment divided 
into 19 hours each, the mean difference is 
4.84 times the standard deviation. The 
odds in favor of such an excess over the 
mean expectation, if chance alone were 
operating, are 1 in 1,000,000. 

When the aspect potency period is taken 
as 38 hours, with the periods before and 
after the aspect moment as 22 hours 48 
minutes and 15 hours 12 minutes, respec- 
tively, the mean difference is 4.13 times its 
standard deviation. The odds in favor of 
such an occurrence by chance alone are 
1 in 50,000. 

When the aspect potency period is taken 
as 57 hours, with periods of 28 hours 30 
minutes before and after the aspect mo- 
ment, the mean difference is 3.40 times its 
standard deviation. The odds favoring the 
occurrence by chance alone of such a differ- 
ence are 3 in 10,000. 

When the aspect potency period is taken 
as 57 hours, with periods before and after 


the aspect moment of 34 hours 12 minutes 
and 22 hours 48 minutes, the mean differ- 
ence is 3.40 times the standard deviation, 
with odds favoring the occurrence by 
chance alone of 3 in 10,000. 

The consistency of the results is of funda- 
mental importance. Regardless of the aspect 
potency period considered, the conjunction 
yields statistically significant results. 

It is further to be noted that all the 
birth-dates represented by Moon conjunct 
Mars occur within the 38-hour potency 
period. They range from 15 hours 0 minutes 
before to 17 hours 18 minutes after the 
formation of the aspect, Nine elections, 
representing 6 men, fall within orb periods 
divided equally on éither side of the mo- 
ment for the aspect formation. Eight elec- 
tions, representing 5 men, fall within the 
potency periods divided on the basis of the 
3:2 ratio, as is employed by the astrologers. 
This may indicate that there is some basis 
in fact to the astrological theory of a

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limited potency period or “orb” for the 
aspects. There is, however, no evidence in 
these data either to prove or to disprove 
the astrological theory that an aspect is 
potent for a longer period before its forma- 
tion than after. Further analysis of this 
theory, based on data studied for this 
specific purpose, may yield more conclu- 
sive results. 
Summary 

A statistical investigation of United 
States presidential elections resulting in 
men with Moon-Mars aspects of conjunc- 
tion, semi-sextile, sextile, square, trine, 
quincunx, and opposition occurring within 
twenty-four, thirty-eight, and fifty-seven 
hour potency periods shows consistently 









curs more frequently than one would nor. 
mally expect by chance alone. The odds 
favoring such variations, if chance alone 
were operating, vary from 1 in 1,000 to 1 
in 1,000,000. 

As in the previous study of presidential 
birth-dates for Sun-Saturn aspects, the re- 
sults here reveal trends favoring astrology’s 
contention that the positions of the planets 
at birth are significantly related to the 
patterns of men’s lives. But it must be 
clearly borne in mind that these are only 
trends, which more studies, based on larger 
and more varied populations, must cor- 
roborate before they can be considered as 
established facts.

On August 7th, 1498, the Cardinal-Duke 
came before the consistory of Cardinals 
with his petition to doff the purple, to put 
off his habit and churchly rank and to re- 
store his hat and his benefices to the 
Church, proposing to the Pope’s Holiness 
and to the Sacred College that “they grant 
him dispensation to return to the world 
and be free to contract marriage.” This 
being accorded him, and after extensive 
preparations, he departed for France to as- 
sume the dukedom of Valentinois and to 
marry Charlotte d’Albret, the daughter of 
the Duke of Guyenne and sister to the 
King of Navarre. “And,” says Sabatini, 
“by a strange chance of homonomy his title 
remained unchanged despite his change of 
estate. Cardinal of Valencia, in Spain, be- 
came the Duke of Valentinois in France; 
and in Italy Valentino remained Valentino.” 

His marriage was celebrated with great 
splendor and magnificence on May 12th of 
1499, the transiting Sun being in Taurus 
and over his radical Moon, while his Pro- 
gressed Moon was in Pisces in the 7th 
House (marriage) of his Nativity. 

In September he left France to accom- 
pany King Louis XII to the conquest of 
Milan, having appointed his seventeen- 
year-old duchess governor and administra- 
tor of his French estates and heir to all he 
possessed in the event of his death. Finally 
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the conquest of Milan, including the expul- 
sion of its tyrant, Ludovico Maria Sforza, 
having been completed, in December of 
1499 Cesare found himself the head of a 
considerable army of mercenaries some 10,- 
000 strong, and set out upon the conquest 
of the Romagna, part of the Papal States, 
to regain allegiance of disaffected vicars 


(governors) of these States of the Church. | 


“Thus,” says Rafael Sabatini, “did Cesare 
Borgia—persondlly attended by a caesarian 
guard, wearing his livery—set out upon 
the conquest of the Romagna. Perhaps at 
no period of his career is he more remark- 
able than at this*moment.

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Tnentieth Century Astrology 


President Roosevelt’s Transits

se basic principles for a significant 
study of transits have been laid down in 
the preceding article of this series (August 
1942 issue) and we refer the reader to it 
as a foundation \for the following analysis 
of President F. D. Roosevelt’s transits, 
this analysis being printed as a partial 
example of the manner in which this 
transit technique can be used. I merely 
repeat that transits are astrological factors 
produced by. the actual day-by-day motion 
of ‘all planets when such a motion is plotted 
upon the birth-chart of a particular indi- 
vidual. Such a motion is cyclic, and planets 
complete their transit-cycles (i.e, return to 
their positions in the birth-chart) some in 
about a year, Jupiter in about 12 years, 
Saturn in about 30 years, Uranus in 84

years. Neptune and Pluto do not cover 
more than a fraction of their complete 
cycles during a man’s life-span. In the 
technique which is presented in these ar- 
ticles the transits of planets are studied 
mainly as they occur through the Houses 
of the birth-chart, and particularly with 
reference to the four quarters of that Chart. 
I have defined the meaning of these four 
quarters by establishing a correspondence 
between them and the four seasons of the 
year. The chart of President Roosevelt 
was given in the last issue of this magazine 
according to the birth-time found in his 
father’s diary. It is this chart which I shall 
use here, in view of the seeming authenticity 
of the record, even though, in my own > 
opinion, it does not fit the President’s life 
as ,accurately or significantly as the one 
I had used so far and which was calculated 
for a birth-time exactly one hour earlier. 


The General Survey 


On the basis that a person born of a 
cultured, well-to-do environment in the 
United States might live through his seven- 
ties, we start by ascertaining briefly the 
important factors which will be met during 
such a life-span in terms of transits. The 
small planets move too rapidly to be of 
much consequence at this stage of our 
study. Three types of factors should be 
isolated: 

1. The sections of the birth-chart 
covered by the transiting Pluto and 
Neptune, and the main configurations 
these planets will make in, say, the 75 
years following birth. 

2. The general way in which the 
transit cycles of Uranus, Saturn and 
Jupiter operate in the chart; the year 
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during which they cross the “angles” 
of the chart; the time of important 
conjunctions and oppositions, etc. 

3. The moments, during these 75 
years, at which conjunctions (and to a 
lesser degree oppositions) of the major 
planets occur, and the location of 
these configurations in the birth- 
chart. Any configuration will be im- 
portant which aspects definitely the 
planets of the birth-chart, especially 
planet-groups, such as (in the Presi- 
dent’s chart) the Taurus and the 
Aquarius groupings, and the basic 
square of Mars to Uranus. 


To cover these three types of factors 
with anything like completeness would go 
beyond the scope and length of this study. 
What is important is not only to be able 
to list long series of data, but to interpret 
the most focal ones (i.e. those which have 
a maximum of intensity and meaning) in 
terms of the structure of the chart as a 
whole. The determination of these focal 
factors is not always easy, yet in it lies 
the secret of an astrological success of 
high order. 


Pluto and Neptune 


F. D. Roosevelt was born a few years 
before the momentous conjunction of Pluto 
and Neptune which occurred for the first 
time on the ninth degree. of Gemini in 
July, 1891, thus in his ninth House. This 
in itself indicated that the “big factors” 
in life would have a tendency to cause his 
personality to expand and fo seek for gen- 
eralizations, new social systems, new legal 
concepts—all ninth House matters. New 
realities were emerging on the world-stage 
as this Pluto-Neptune conjunction oc- 
curred. These realities have caused Roose- 
velt’s being to grow beyond its normal 
ancestral scope; they have stirred his 
creative imagination (cf. the fact that the 
conjunction occurred in trine to his Sun 
and Venus in the fifth House). 

The grouping of Pluto, Neptune, Saturn 
and Jupiter is most significant here. It 
is the apex of a pattern which encompasses 
all the chart’s planets and a powerful sig- 
nature of a regenerative and society- 
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transforming destiny—if it operates at all. 


Neptune is'surrounded by the State-planets, 
Saturn and Jupiter; thus its energy is radi- 
ated through political action and states. 
manship of some kind. A_ tenth-House 
Mars conjunct the great star Betelgeuse 
(a symbol of the new World-order); a 
Uranus close to the Ascendant, near- 
conjunct the star Denebola; a powerful 
group-conjunction of Venus, Sun, Part of 
Fortune and Mercury (with Mercury in 
mutual reception with Uranus) constitute 
added testimonies to the potentialities of 
leadership in the field of a reorganization 
of social values which the birth-chart 
contains. 

Pluto has moved, in President Roose- 
velt’s chart, from the 28th degree of Taurus 
(in conjunction with the Pleiades) in the 
ninth House to the early degrees of Leo in 
the eleventh- House. Granted that the 
record of the birth-moment is correct, 
Pluto touched the Mid-Heaven for the 
first time in the summer of 1905, and again 
in 1906 and 1907. During these years, 
F. D. R. married and attended law school. 
It was, however, when Pluto reached the 
natal Mars in 1910 that he was elected to 
the New York State Senate, the beginning 
of his political career proper. Pluto had 
entered the sector of “growth in influence,” 
in which he is to remain most likely until 
Roosevelt’s passing. When this planet 
reached the Moon and moved back and 
forth over it, our future President fell ill 
with pneumonia and was defeated as vice- 
presidential nominee. However, when Pluto 
came to a trine with Uranus, he became 
Governor of New York; his successful fight 
against illness having occurred, roughly, 
while Pluto was in sextile to Neptune and 
Jupiter. This month Pluto is beginning to 
oppose Venus—and one wonders what will 
be taking place in the field of foreign 
diplomacy. 

F. D. R. was only fifteen when Neptuné 
crossed his Mid-Heaven, so that little can 
be deducted from this passage. He lost 
his father after Neptune had passed over 
his natal Mars and Neptune stayed in the 
sector of “growth in influence” until the 
beginning of the war (August-September 
1939). Neptune has been moving over the 
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tulated Ascendant of our President 
through 1939 and 1940—this Ascendant 
being situated approximately on the natal 
Neptune of the United States chart—an- 
other factor of destiny. With Neptune 
transiting over the Ascendant, an individual 
may either become the expression of some 
great collective purpose, or else he may 
succumb to the pressure of society and try 
to escape to “artificial paradises” of one 
kind or another. In this case we see Roose- 
velt becoming increasingly the symbol of 
integration for the United Nations—and 
perhaps something more, or beyond this. 
The Neptune of the United States’ birth- 
chart is embodied, personalized in him— 
and at the very time when a full cycle of 
Neptune, which began with the Declara- 
tion of Independence, has been completed. 
The interaction of Pluto transiting the 
eleventh House and Neptune the first, is 
very significant of rebirth in terms of a 
new realistic ideal of organic integration. 
The relationship is made more vital by the 
fact that Jupiter, Uranus and Saturn have 
moved during the last months from natal 
Neptune to natal Pluto, incorporating the 
power of both through expansive and far- 
reaching (ninth House) action (1940-42). 
These planets’ passage over the Mid- 
Heaven and into the sector of “growth in 
influence” should also be characteristic of 
a world-trend. Roosevelt is reaching the 
culmination of his power in terms of outer 
focus. However, the summer of 1943 may 
need watching, as Saturn passes over the 
Mid-Heaven, and later over Mars. We 
should remember, just the same, that noth- 
ing destructive apparently occurred to 
Roosevelt in 1915 when the last similar 
transit occurred; indeed, as Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, he grew in prestige 
then. It will be 1947 before Uranus reaches 
this Mid-Heaven point. 


Uranus, Saturn and Jupiter 


The fact that Uranus is close to the 
Ascendant stresses the importance of 
Uranus’ transits over the angles of the 
chart, This planet crossed the Nadir angle 
in 1903, while he was studying at Harvard. 
He may have met his future wife then. 





At any rate, it was presumably the time 
when he became conscious of some of the 
deeper driving urges of his personality. 
Thereafter, Uranus moved upward; build- 
ing new capacities and a new inspiration 
as it crossed the “Spring transit-sector” of 
the chart. In May 1914, Uranus was 
stationary on his Sun (after having 
transited over Venus) just as he became’ 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. In April 
1918, Uranus crossed Mercury, ruler of his 
personal and public life, and thus made a 
trine to natal Mars and a square to natal 

Pluto. He went to France. It is not at all 

unlikely that an illness he contracted then 

had something to do with preparing the 

ground for the subsequent attack of pa- 

ralysis. The latter helped him undoubtedly 

to build not only will-force and power of 

resistance, but also a link with his own 

inner guidance, viz., with the center of the 

Uranus function. He was stricken ill in 

August, 1921: Saturn and Jupiter were 

then on his natal Ascendant. The illness 

was a matter of national destiny, releasing 

extraordinary powers ‘of endurance | into 

the leader-to-be. 

In 1925, Uranus left the “Spring 
transit-sector” and entered the seventh 
House. In that year his friend Louis Howe 
was sparing no effort in building up a 
Roosevelt-for-President movement, Roose- 
velt was then forty-three. For a year or 
more he had been functioning through the 
first stage of his seventh 7-year cycle dur- 
ing which, theoretically at least, “the work 
seeks the man.” Growth thenceforth has 
proceeded in terms of even more spectacular 
public functioning—the “summer transit- 
sector” of the chart. 

An extremely worth-while analysis of 
the Saturn-cycle in Roosevelt’s life can be 
found in Grant Lewi’s recent book, As- 
trology for the Millions. A few points 
should, however, be stressed here. The 
Saturn cycle can be interpreted, just like 
the Uranus and Jupiter cycles, not only in 
terms of transits through the Houses, but 
by studying its own critical points of de- 
velopment, marked by the moving Saturn’s 
squares, trines, opposition and return- 
conjunction to the place Saturn occupied 
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at birth. This technique of interpretation 
was studied in my article: “Cycles of 
Saturn,” (American Astrology, July, 1940) 
to which the reader is referred for many 
important points. 

Briefly said, when Saturn returns by 
transit to its natal place a new cycle of 
responsibility (Karma) begins. Destiny is 
made anew and life sets into a new (or at 
least renewed) pattern. This occurred in 
Roosevelt’s life when he entered the New 
York Senate—the beginning of his political 
career. It happened also on May 8, 1940, 
when France was invaded. That event 
made the United States’ entry into the war 
inevitable—at least according to the 
spiritual-political attitude held by our 
President. It made a new destiny, a new 
world-responsibility for him and for the 
United States whose “will” he officially 
impersonates. | 

When Saturn transits in opposition to 
its natal place the person should be able 
to reach a truly objective understanding 
of his pattern of destiny, and through this 
understanding, to become ‘inwardly free 
from it. This occurred to the mature 
Roosevelt in the fall of 1924—a time 
which seems to have marked the inner 
decision to start again his political career 
in spite of the results of his illness. He 
thus became “inwardly free’ from the 
fateful blow that had struck him three 
years before, in August, 1921. Saturn, 
entering the “winter transit-sector” meant 
a reconsideration of inner being. Through 
failure and sickness he had to “grow in 
essential being.” As Saturn entered the 
“spring transit-sector” in the fall of 1928 
he began to “grow in capacity” as a po- 
litical figure. Such a growth became fully 
established as Saturn entered the sector 
of “growth in function” in 1936, at the time 
of his nomination for a second term. He 
was elected by a vast majority. The New 
Deal experiment had ceased to be an ex- 
periment. It had become—what remained 
of it—a functional pattern of the national 
life. In July-August, 1943, Saturn reaches 
the Mid-Heaven and Roosevelt’s “influ- 
ence” on world affairs is likely to become 
unquestioned and dominant. Neptune is 
then definitely settling in the sign Libra, 


marking the beginning of a new era, It 


could mean the.end of official hostilities 
which certainly would not mean the end 
of fighting! 

As I have often repeated in my writings, 
Saturn must always be studied in relation 
to Jupiter, if the full significance of the 
Saturn cycle is to be understood. To do 
this adequately is unfortunately beyond 
the scope of this article, but we should at 
least consider the place where the Jupiter- 
Saturn conjunctions fall in Roosevelt's 
chart. These are most important keys to 
discover the meaning of the basic pattern 
of the man’s personal destiny. 

The Jupiter-Saturn conjunctions © oc- 
curred as follows:

This means that they fell: 1) in the fourth 
House .(age 20), in trine to Uranus and 
Saturn-Neptune-Jupiter; 2) in the first 
House (age 3914), in trine to Pluto; 3) in 
conjunction with the Saturn-Neptune- 
Jupiter group (age 59). The first conjunc- 
tion occurred as Roosevelt was in Harvard, 
fulfilling the pattern of his cultural an- 
cestry and building his personality. ™ 
20-year cycle which followed was one 
personal self-expression—just as his first 
20-year cycle (begun with the prenatal 
Jupiter-Saturn conjunction) was one of 
ancestral and physical expression. 

The third 20-year cycle began only a 
very short time after Roosevelt fell ill 
with infantile paralysis, a most significant 
fact. It ocurred in exact trine to Pluto 
and in 150° aspect to Mercury (an aspect 
of “reaction” to self-expression). Roose- 
velt’s nature needed some purging, some 
tempering, before he could rise to the 
fulfilment of his national destiny. The 
struggle for survival gave him what was 
needed. 

The fourth 20-year cycle began as 
Roosevelt reached the fulfilment of his 
unique national destiny (third term elec

The Twelve Creative Energies of the Zodiac 


The Trinity of Powers 


Gemini: The Essence of Creative 
Activity 

The initial sign of Aries, having been 
viewed as the first positive energy acting 
through Taurus, the first negative or mag- 
netic energy, in Gemini we find the first 
dual energy of what was known as the 
Creative “Three in One.” In accord with 
natural law, it is this aspect of the con- 
joined positive and negative energies which 
“brings forth” and was therefore called 
the “creative Breath” or the “Breath of 
Life’ —to use the Biblical phraseology, that 
which sounds forth the “Word.” 

As Aries, the first Fire sign, was seen to 
be the Zodiacal zone through which the 
first attribute of Divine Will descends into 
the “Aura” of the manifest realm, and 
Taurus, the first Earth sign, was seen as 
the zone of the second attribute of Divine 
Desire for Substance, Gemini, the first Air 
sign is the zone of the Third Attribute of 
Creative Activity of the principle of Mind. 

In these three signs we have, therefore, 
the three zones representative of the Three 
Powers of the Trinity in all cosmogonies: 
Spirit, Soul and. Mind—or “Father,” 
“Mother” and “Son.” 

Taken from the viewpoint of the Life 
“Flame,” Aries is symbolized as the “Flame 
inthe Heights” focusing the divine Will to 
manifest. Taurus is correspondingly the 
Flame descended into the “depths” through 
the divine Desire for Substance; while 
Gemini becomes the Flame Creative 
through Will and Desire, hence the Flame 
holding within the first consciousness of 
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Duality—of the “Heights and the Depths” 
—the quality of the instinctive Mind which 
separates Spirit and Matter, or causes the 
first impulse of separation within the One 
Essence. 

The energy of Gemini is therefore in the 
giving of Life and Death; the giver of 
“Death” to the Solar Spirit, the giver of 
Life to the Form of Matter. The encase- 
ment in form according to ancient philo- 
sophic tradition is regarded as the symbolic 
“death” of the Soul; the Soul-release from 
form being death in the manifest world of 
the “Great Illusion,” the “death” of the 
Soul having caused the “Life” of matter 
through its animating potentialities of 
consciousness. 

This energy of Gemini is in consequence 
seen to be a fluctuating energy of activity 
between the two extremes—as a pendulum 
swinging ceaselessly between the two poles 
of Life and Death, Light and Darkness, 
Wisdom and Ignorance. Hence it is the 
energy of friction or resistance needed to 
bring forth and give birth to the “New”— 
causing on each swing of the great pendu- 
lum the reversal of that which has been. 
It is the energy of ceaseless motion, of 
ceaseless creativity, the ceaseless activity 
of will and desire to create’ through Wind, 
by means of the divine “Breath.” 

As the energy which combines the two 
polarities of Spirit and Matter, it was 
symbolized in the past as the two Dioscuri, 
the Heavenly Twins, Castor and Pollux. 
The duality again represented as the “Two 
Pillars” of the Sanctuary of Wisdom, the 
one White, the other Black—portrayed in

the Geminian glyph 3. While in yet 
another form it was the two serpents (of 
descending and ascending creative impulse) 
entwined about the Caduceus of Mercury, 
the Messenger of the Gods; the bringer of 
Light, Wisdom and Life to the “under- 
world.” Mercury is the planetary ruler or 
force of motivation of this sign. 

Psychologically, the energy of Gemini 
impels to great diversity and versatility in 
occupation. It gives excellent powers of 
analysis, a quick perception, with the 
ability to synthesize and work to a logical 
conclusion. The Geminian collects and 
utilizes rather than originates. The in- 
tense mental activity must have a con- 
tinuous constructive outlet or is liable to 
precipitate nervous tension and disorders 
leading to peculiar mental confusion. As 
the negative response is apt to produce a 
lack of discrimination, the intensity of the 
activity is often of more apparent im- 
portance than the quality and objective. 
Unless combined with other influences of 
guiding idealism, Gemini may be indiffer- 
ent or oblivious to the constructive or de- 
structive intent of his occupation. His 
natural brilliance, adaptability, acuteness 
of perception and rapid synthesizing com- 
prehension may lead to a superficial scat- 
tering of the forces. Both in mind and 
body there is a supersensitivity to environ- 
mental phenomena. 

The Geminian is alert, childish, easily 
bored and inclined to be lacking in stability. 
He is characterized by an excessive freedom 
in thought and action. Where concentra- 
tion and perseverance are applied, they 
may go far in advancing any subject in 
which there is a more profound interest.

Key to the Future 


Seen from the evolutionary standpoint, 
we find this energy of Gemini to be that 
which holds the Key to the Future: as this 
present périod of world wide crisis is that 
of the great Reversal from the descending 
cycle of submergence in matter to that of 
the reascent, bringing a gradual awakening 
of the Consciousness of Spirit and Source. 





mergence in the material life—and the con. 
sequent perversion of the true Solar power 
—we are also witnessing the reversal of 
activity (from the negative to the positive 
aspects) of the energies of these three signs 
of the Trinity, Aries, Taurus and Gemini. 


In Aries, the ruling energy of the national 
entities of England, Germany and Japan, 
we are seeing this first attribute of divine 
will now acting as the Destroyer, through 
the war god Mars, to bring about the “first 
revulsion from matter” that the release 
necessary for Soul “Birth” may take place. 
Hence we see the Will of Spirit acting as 
the Destroyer of the old forms of material- 
ism—the descent of Spirit into Matter 
breaking the outworn crystallization that 
through this release of inner Soul power 
the “New Forms” of radiant matter may 
be forthcoming. 

In Taurus, the sign ruling the present 
Aryan race in its entirety, the second at- 
tribute of divine Desire is seen as the 
causal energy of the present conflict: the 
perversion of Desire into selfish greed, 
jealousy and hatred and the misuse of 
divine purposeful “Substance.” 

On the ascending cycle the objective of 
this energy of Desire is for the return to 
non-Form—the gradual withdrawal of Con- 
scious Life into the Source of Beness (the 
“evaporation” of matter into energy), once 
the purpose of the “Cycle of Necessity” or 
manifestation is accomplished. In accord 
with this reversal, therefore, the focus of 
human interest will be shifted from the 
desire for “substance” in the form of ma- 


terial possessions, to the desire for activity — 


in progressive spiritual fulfillment—thus 
analogously accomplishing in the psycho- 
logical realm the “evaporation of matter 
into Energy.” 

While in Gemini, the sign of rulership of 
America, we shall see this creative energy 
—which holds within the consciousness of 
both spirit and matter—to be that which 


. brings forth the “New Estate.” 


Itself an energy of Reversal—reversing 
on the upward swing of the pendulum its 
activity of the past cycle of separation of

Statistical Proof of a Lunar Influence 
on Stock Market Prices 


Tx readers of this magazine will prob- 
ably find nothing very startling in the state- 
ment that the moon has a constant and 
measurable influence on the ups and downs 
of prices on the New York Stock Exchange. 
Yet, curiously enough, no serious scientific 
research has ever heretofore been under- 
taken—at least so far as the writer can dis- 
cover—to determifie whether a lunar trend 
actually does exist and, if so, what its na- 
ture and importance might be. Such a 
_ study has now been completed and its 
results are shown in graphic form at the 
bottom of the following page. 

The relation of the moon’s motion to 
ocean tides has long been scientifically 
established and put to practical use. A 
lunar effect on many other natural phenom- 
ena (e. g., the weather) has been demon- 
strated. But theories concerning the inter- 
vention of the moon in human affairs appear 
for the most part to be founded on nothing 
more substantial than ancient pagan super- 
stition, and many of them are quite obvi- 
ously preposterous. Fortunately for the 
scholar whose. curiosity leads him into this 
fascinating field of study, there is one 
phase of man’s activities which furnishes 
an index of the sort that can be subjected 
to a scientific statistical test for the pres- 
ence of periodicities—that is the buying 
and selling of corporate securities. 


Market Psychology 


For the benefit of those who may never 
have acquired any knowledge of the stock 
market, it sltould be explained that the 
prices of all stocks, as established on ex- 
change from hour to hour and minute to 
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minute by the free functioning of supply 
and demand, fend to move together. There 
are occasional cross currents; one or more 
issues may trend briefly in the opposite 
direction from the majority but, generally 
speaking, all go up or down at the same 
time. Thus the stock exchange reflects not 
only the current valuation of General 
Motors or Standard Oil but also, and more 
importantly, the broad over-all tides, waves 
and ripples in investment and speculative 
psychology. And for this purpose it is an 
extremely delicate and responsive mecha- 
nism. It appraises constantly and instan- 
taneously the hopes and fears, the varying 
moods of optimism and pessimism of many 
thousand of buyers and sellers, ranging 
from great financiers down to the odd-lot 
dabblers in the so-called “cats and dogs.” 
Prices go up or down as the balance swings 
by infinitesimal degrees between supply 
and demand—and those up and down 
trends are recorded in various “averages” 
or market indexes. 

The best known of these indexes is the 
Dow-Jones Industrial Average which has 
been computed for every market day for 
over forty years—since January 1, 1897, 
to be exact. Made up at present of thirty 
representative industrial stocks, including 
such leaders as American Telephone, Gen- 
eral Electric and U. S. Steel, its composi- 
tion has been revised from time to time 
throughout its history, but all such changes 
have been carefully effected with a view 
to maintaining it on a continuously com- 
parable statistical base. There are other 
averages which may perhaps be more sci- 
entifically constructed or more broadly rep- 
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resentative but none which furnishes so 
long a daily record. \ Its accuracy as an 
index of the most popular and important 
section of the securities traded in Wall 
Street, is universally accepted by the fi- 
nancial community. Thus we have in the 
Dow Industrials an adequate fund of data 
for statistical research into periodicities 
ranging in length from.a few days to sev- 
eral years. 


Statistical Procedure 


Statisticians have worked out a number 


of methods of isolating seasonal or peri- 
odical trends from data of this sort. The 
procedure used to determine the lunar- 
month influence or pattern described herein 
is the one generally known as the Link- 
Relative method. After study and test this 
was selected as the best adapted for the 
comprehensive as well as exact research 
program of which this lunar month study 
was, in fact, only a by-product. The Link- 
Relative process is described in detail in 
most modern texts on statistical methods. 
Its theory is comparatively simple but a 
full description of the technique of its ap- 
plication to the daily movements of the 
stock market would require many hundred 
words. It will suffice for the present pur- 
pose to state that it establishes for the data 
under investigation a percentage relation 
for each day to the day preceding. These 
relative figures are summated for any de- 


sired periodicity, converted back from link 


percentages into the proper relation to an 
index base, and corrected by formula for 
secular trend. 


The disadvantage of the method is that 
it involves a great deal of mathematical 
toil. (In order to obtain the daily index 
figures for this particular forty-odd years, 
over eighteen thousand separate computa- 
tions were required. Hundreds of hours 
were spent with adding machine and 
logarithm tables and in entering the results 
on individual daily cards before the final 
steps in periodical analysis could be 
started.) The advantages, however, are 
many—the most important from the point 
of view of the scientist being that the pro- 
cedure is truly inductive. No judgment or 
personal bias can enter into it; its results 
are not affected by any preconceived 
theories; the figures are “put through the 
mill,” so to speak, and tell their own story. 
Given a sufficient statistical base—which 
for our purposes, means a sufficient number 
of repetitions of the periodicity under ex- 
amination—all other influences tend to can- 
cel out. The price advances of one month 
of random nature or those attributable 
to some other cycle or cause are balanced 


_by the declines of another month. What- 


ever trend or pattern remains as a residue 
is the product of the particular cycle or 
periodical influence for which the machin- 
ery was set up. 
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Lunar-Month Pattern 


The typical trend of the stock market 
pattern for the lunar month, from new 
moon to new moon, as derived by this 
statistical analysis (see chart) shows a 
very pretty, symmetrical semi-monthly 
wave. The actual index figures obtained 
are plotted (heavy dots) on a vertical scale 
representing percentage deviation from the 
lowest value which, as the study showed, 
occurs at the time of the new moon. The 
horizontal scale is laid out in thirty days. 
The actual average time between new moons 
is, of course, only a fraction over twenty- 
nine and a half days, but when each new 
moon is assigned to the nearest calendar 
day the majority of lunar months fall into 
a span of thirty calendar days. The solid 
line on the chart represents a three-day 
centered moving average of the individually 
determined daily values. No other smooth- 
ing process or adjustment has been intro- 
duced. In point of fact, considering the 
extremely complex and necessarily imper- 
fect nature of the data and the many other 
factors which enter into the trend of stock 
prices, the clarity and symmetry of this 
lunar month pattern is most surprising. 

It should be noted that if there were no 
influence exerted by the moon, or if that 
influence varied from month to month, the 
figures derived from an analysis of this 
nature would show no pattern or trend 
whatsoever, only a series of meaningless 
irregularities. Hence, the simple and 
logical waves which do appear afford con- 
vincing evidence of the validity of the 
statistical process employed as well as 
scientific proof of the nature of the moon’s 
effect on stock price movements. 

The results are summarized as follows: 

1, The position of the moon with 
relation to earth and sun has a con- 
stant, positive and measurable effect 
on the trend of stock prices. , 

2. This tendency is the same for 
any and all lunar months. Tests were 
made of samples drawn from different 
times of the year and for different 
periods of years and all showed the 
identical fundamental pattern, the only 
differences being of random character. 
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3. Prices tend to be depressed at 
the time of the new moon, and to a 
slightly less extent at the full moon. 
They tend to be highest at eight or 
nine days after and eight or nine days 
before new moon. 

4. But the extent or amplitude of 
this effect is relatively small. The in- 
crease from lowest to highest point is 
of the order of only seven-tenths of 
one percent, which would be equiva- 
lent approximately to three-eights of 
a point in the current (July, 1942) 
price of U.S. Steel. (There are, how- 
ever, certain implications which may 
be apparent to a student of the tech- 
nical structure of the market but which 
do not belong in this summary). 


One naturally proceeds from a study of 
this lunar pattern to speculation on its 
causes, on how or through what medium 
the moon operates to produce these waves 
of optimism and pessimism, if we may 
designate them as such for the sake of 
argument. Perhaps there is some sequence 
of interruption and reflection or diversion 
and attraction of the sun’s emanations. 
Possibly ultra-violet rays are involved, or 
the earth’s magnetic field, or ionization of 
our atmosphere, or the formation of ozone, 
or several of these. To the mathematical 
eye there is the suggestion in the chart 
that it may be composed of two curves act- 
ing concurrently, which in turn suggests 
that the moon’s influence may be exerted 
in two ways or through two mediums, All 
we can do at present is wonder. The effect 
is incontrovertibly established, but the 
physical or psychological linkage between 
cause and effect is unknown. 

Eventually we may learn more about 
this relation, at least acquire some know- 
ledge of the laws or rules by which cyclical 
trends operate in the stock market. Studies 
utilizing the same data and methods—some 
completed and some in process—of other 
and more important periodicities seem to 
point quite definitely to certain general 
principles for which a scientific explanation 
may not be too difficult to discover. In any 
event, we can now assign the moon to its 
proper place over Wall Street.

a... discovery of three additional planets 
in modern times has not only enlarged the 


* boundaries of astrology, but also has added 


to the original number of key Arabian parts. 
Of these new planets, Uranus and Neptune 
constitute an important department in 
human affairs. The two basic parts created 
by this department reveal the individual’s 
particular tie with the new and definitely 
modern phases of experience. 

One obvious characteristic of these two 
parts is that they lie in approximately the 
same house for large groups. of people be- 
longing to a given generation. Because the 
annual cycle of Uranus almost exactly 
doubles that of Neptune, all people born 
in a thirteen to fourteen-year span would 
have them in exactly the same or adjacent 
houses, if it were not for the distortion of 
the house-divisions in the zodiacal circle. 
Except as a matter of general interest in 
connection with historical ‘characters and 
personal ancestors, it would’ not be neces- 
sary to delineate these new parts for all 
twelve houses, for living people will be 
found to have the parts in only some seven 
houses, therefore the other five indications 
are given more briefly in the tabulations 
following. Since Uranus and Neptune were 
in conjunction in 1821 at Capricorn 3°, 
and will not be in conjunction again until 
1992, the houses near the ascendant are 
not occupied by these parts in any con- 
temporary horoscopes. The opposition of 


' Uranus and Neptune occurred in 1906, in 


Cancer-Capricorn 8°, so that this configu- 
ration represents the most important posi- 
tion in the lives of readers, taken as a 
whole, and throws the emphasis of both 
parts in and around the seventh house. 
Here is a fact reflected in the present 
course of world history, with everyone ex- 
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traordinarily sensitive to the development 
of affairs in terms of opportunity and its 
lack. 


The more important part taken as al-’ 


ways from the slower moving to the swifter 
planet, or from Neptune to Uranus, shows 
the role the individual must play in the 
general course of the events of his own 
era, This part reveals him primarily in 
terms of that particular “urge” of the race- 
development which he succeeds in making 
his own, and for that reason, this special 
horizon is known as the -Part of Charm, 
It discloses the outer or visible aspect of 
an individual through that activity in 
which he characteristically specializes as 
“personality,” not the subjective side of 
selfhood revealed by the relations of Jupiter 
and Saturn, but the clothes of character 
which he dons in taking his place as a 
member of society. 

The area of life or experience designated 
by these two planets of society is com- 
monly identified in terms of the individual’s 
social obligation (Neptune) on the one 
hand and social opportunity (Uranus) on 
the other. Where a chart is correct enough 
to provide an ascendant accurate to within 
a minute of birth time, the position of each 
corresponding part of society, by degree 
and sign, is a tremendously revealing in- 
dication of the native’s participation in 
group activity. Everybody acts largely on 
the basis of his family connections, his 
schooling and his affiliation with one or 
another of life’s organizations. In other 
words, a man is born with a social potential 
over and above his particular or individu- 
alized heredity.

cally Scorpio -sym- 

bolizes the lingam, the sex nature of the 
male; esoterically it has, of course, an 
immeasurably higher significance which, 
however, is itself allied to the exoteric sig- 
nificance of this asterism. 

Mars, when considered as the Lord of 
Aries, wields but the merest shadow of his 
power in that first of the Signs, whereas 
in Scorpio his strength is very greatly in- 
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the fruit of Jupiter 
in Scorpio at their birth: an emperor of 
France and a Prime Minister of Britain— 
Napoleon and Benjamin Disraeli. Both 
believed in themselves to the absolute ex- 
clusion of everyone and everything else. 
The first seized the imperial crown from 
the hands of a pope to forthwith crown 
himself with it; the second, by persuading 
a queen of his wisdom and importance, 


—to victory 
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steadily rose in her favor to crown his 
career by presenting his sovereign with the 
scepter of India! 

Jupiter in Scorpio, the perfect symbol 
of the autocrat in his own right—by grace 
of himself rather than by the grace of God! 

As related in the introduction to this 
Jupiterean series of Sign influences, when 
in Scorpio Jupiter believes in slavery ‘as a 
social philosophy. Extravagantly generous 
to his favorites, to those who bow to his 
will, he yet demands an absolute devotion 
to himself, his ideas and his principles. He 
treats his slaves well, they worship him in 
return, in fact among their number there 
are most always to be found many who 
would gladly yield up their lives for him— 
and very often they obtain the boon they 
crave! The fanatical devotion of his sol- 
diers to the Corsican is a matter of histori- 
cal record. 

Jupiter in Scorpio—perfect symbol of 
the founder of a dynasty, of the renovator, 
the creator and the regenerator, of man’s 
primal passion to establish and to perpetu- 
ate himself, to reformulate (Pluto) and 
to reshape (Jupiter), and’ finally to foist 
(Mars) ,his prescription (Scorpio) upon 
all mankind, A most powerful vibration, 
whether for good or evil. 


Sublimation of Forces 


In this vibration the sexual or creative 
element is ever present, even if it be con- 
cealed or, by reason of the moderating 
influence of aspects, sublimated and so di- 
rected into various channels. The same fire 
that burns down a house can also be di- 
verted into pulling a heavy train up a steep 
gradient. The man who founds an empire, 
perpetuates a government or a dynasty, is 
he not become the father, the progenitor 
of his people? The source of his action is 
identically the same as in the case of a 
patriarch, the actual parent of a large clan. 
About the only difference is in the means 
employed, the motive remaining ever the 
same in that both are sprung from the 
impulse of a Scorpionic Jupiter. 

And so it comes that we have many ex- 
amples, from Nell Gwyn who enslaved 
Charles II, to Emile Zola, whose novels 
idealized the land of France as peopled 





with virilé workers and with thinkers 
emancipated from the authoritarian shack- _ 
les of corrupt ecclesiasticism, to the idealis- 
tic agrarianism of Leo Tolstoi. Napoleon 
was sexually thwarted by his Mars in Virgo 
conjunct Neptune, Tolstoi also by a similar 
configuration. So all these men sought 
creative expression via other activities, ac- 
tivities that were in one way or another 
connected with some political expression, 
either active or latent. 

The Lord of Increase, when manifesting 
through the Cherub Sign is, of course, 
significant of strong passions as, too, of an 
intensely aggressive and enthusiastic nature 
and of a remarkably resourceful and able 
mind, all factors for success in the exigen- 
cies of life. Seemingly these people never 
forget that all life is as a battlefield (Scor- 
pio) whereon it behooves man incessantly 
to attack (Mars) the enemy if he would 
escape being condemned to retreat forever 
on the defensive until he topples into the 
last ditch, pierced by the arrows (Jupiter, 
Ruler of Sagittarius) of the enemy (Pluto, 
Ruler of Scorpio, the death Sign). “No 
sex no soul,”—but to over-indulge the 
sexual function is to forfeit one’s soul 
through the terrific waste of the energies 
involved. Hence Jupiter in Scorpio, the 
significator. of superabundant creative 
energy, must of necessity find an outlet 
for this energy, especially since any attempt 
to suppress it can only result in a terrific 
explosion later on. In any case there must 
be an outlet and so, preferably, a con- 
structive one, destruction being the only 
other alternative. 

How to go about this? By finding some 
theme of paramount interest, some channel 
for self-expression that will be certain to 
engage all of one’s talents and energy and 
that will never pall on one or grow stale. 
This is an absolute necessity for these 
people, lacking which they are threatened 
with the ever-present danger of indulging 
in some mania, the end of which is mad- 
ness reached through giving in to the ani- 
mal nature. This operates on identically the 
same principle as the control of steam in 
a boiler. Neglect the warning\of the steam 
gage and the boiler explodes! Jupiter is 
the gage, Scorpio the boiler. Self-realiza- 
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tion is the steam, the lack of which po- 
tentiality is the explosion. 

This planetary position notably favors 
chemistry, engineering, medicine, marine 
transportation, occult research, govern- 
ment, architecture, in fact anything re- 
quiring an intensive concentration of crea- 
tive effort, particularly along the lines 
of Martian activity. Very many able 
physicians and expert mechanics are born 
with Jupiter in this asterism. 

The diseases of Jupiter in Scorpio are 
such as are derived from various infections 
or changes in the blood stream, sexual in- 
fections and heart afflictions. 

The Lord of Indulgence, when glowing 
in the Scorpion’s Heart, usually fore- 
shadows some transcendant talent, the 
realization and application of which should 
engage the native’s primary attention. 
Above all he warns against the suppression 
of constructive self-expression. His key- 
word is Ability; his impulse, Design.

Saturn conjunctions starts a most signifi- 
cant phase of life. The timing of the 
Jupiter-Saturn oppositions is also signifi- 
cant. One occurred in 1910 as Roosevelt 
became Senator in New York State, the 
fulfilment of the ambition set at the time 
of the 1901 conjunction. The other was 
reached in 1930 about the time he was 
re-elected Governor of New York. 

The preceding analysis barely touches 
the high-points. It should be completed 
by a study of eclipse-cycles and of the 
transits of the lesser planets. Then it 
should be correlated with the progressions 
of Sun, Moon and other planets.

General Indications 


a. evolution of a new pattern of world 
States, unions, war and economics may 
emerge in September. This may be pre- 
cipitated under the most treacherous con- 
ditions, for Mars, the Sun and Venus con- 
junct Neptune as each is on the verge of 
entering Libra. Mercury started a long 
transit of Libra on August 31st (Mercury 
is retrograde in Libra from September 28th 
to October 19th); Mars reaches that sign 
on Sept.: 17th, the Sun on the 23rd, while 
Venus and Neptune conjunct at this fall 
equinox point on October 4th. 

The events of August, touching inter- 
national diplomacy, alliances, lack of ma- 
terial, war strategy, combat and losses, 
have probably formulated the blueprints 
of this new pattern, as shown by the ad- 
vance of Mercury into Libra. But a good 
Many practical steps must be taken—and 
perhaps great conflicts endured in Sep- 
tember, before decisions go into complete 
operation. The conjunction of Mars and 
the Sun to Neptune, on the 16th and 23rd 
respectively, indicate that the Gordian 
Knot of intrigue and power in world poli- 
tics may be cut, with devastating results to 


nations that are not prepared for any or 
every emergency. Then as Mercury turns 
retrograde on Sept. 28th, remaining so un- 
til Oct. 19th, further modifications or re- 
vision of plans may be essential. These 
practical steps and changes may have to be 
taken under great tension, deception, con- 
fusion or in battles, especially as they re- 
late to a totally different conduct of the 
war, to changes in rulers, High Commands, 
treaties, pacts or partnerships between na- 
tions and peoples. 

From Sept. Ist to 16th Mars opposes 
radix and progressed Uranus in the Great 
Mutation chart, opposes the eclipse of 
March 16th, 1942, activates the mutable 
grand square in the Saturn-Uranus con- 
junction chart of May 3rd, 1942, then 
moves on to oppose its own position in the 
Mars cycle chart; many other eclipse and 
conjunction charts will also be brought to 
a focus by the current conjunction with 
Neptune. The fire of Mars can ignite the 
gases of Neptune, exploding hidden diplo- 
macy, plots, underground activities or re- 
sources, while on the other hand, tremen- 
dous feats of daring may be executed. Sub- 
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marine and bombing raids may be more ex- 
tensive than ever. Riots may occur in 
many countries over food, forced labor and 
other essential shortages. An economic 
crisis of the gravest import can cause a 
realignment of world relationships, bring- 
ing about sweeping changes and eventual 
reforms. The destruction of armaments, 
supplies, shipping or men may result in in- 
ternational complications that point to 
financial insolvency and pOlitical disrup- 
tion in several countries, while every na- 
tion will feel the pinch of want in some 
form. 

The most intense pressure of this con- 
flict or disruption appears to center in all 
the countries or territory adjacent to the 
eastern Mediterranean and Black Sea and 
east to Calcutta; the Balkans and all of 
Scandinavia. Finland and Bulgaria may 
be scenes of a diplomatic coup or extension 
of combat that could be peculiarly ex- 
plosive and destructive. In a larger sense 
there is scarcely an area of the entire globe 
that is not now actively drawn into partici- 
pation in the war or contributing men, sup- 
plies and labors to war efforts. 


The United States 


This country can liquidate former er- 
rors, illusions, intricate domestic problems, 
subversive action and ill-will in September, 
as Mars conjuncts radix and progressed 
Neptune and its own progressed position 
in the U. S. chart. Mars also sextiles the 
transiting and progressed Jupiter and radix 
Mercury in that chart, indicating a tre- 
mendous boost to armament production 
and shipping facilities. Inventions, chemi- 
cals and synthetics add to the nation’s re- 
sources and satisfaction. The morale and 
confidence of the people should remain 
high and steadfast. 

The new Moon of the 10th shows that 
the Administration may move toward more 
complete control of national services or 
wealth, as well as making changes in the 
High Command and heads of production 
bureaus, probably to meet a new Axis chal- 
lenge. The government may be unusually 
affected by war conditions; exceptionally 
difficult political situations may be en- 
countered. But with Jupiter in Cancer the 
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full command of all situations. With tran. 


siting Mercury conjunct radix Saturn and 


square the Cancer planets in the U. S. chart, 
the complexion of politics is due to change; 
Comgress seems to face a hard and stub 
born constituency by November. At pres. 
ent it may be wrestling with problems of in- 
creasing national income, resources (metalg 
especially), while industrial and labor con- 
ditions may require very specific action, 
The armed services should strike telling 
blows against the enemy and may seize 
some territory. Sea and air battles may 
take place in the Pacific, impinging on 
Hawaii and Alaska. Also battles in the 
North Atlantic and this country could have 
a big stake in western and all of -eastern 
Europe (emphasis on Yugoslavia and 
Czechoslovakia) as well as the Near East 
and Siberia. The submarine menace should 
be ameliorated on the east coast of the 
U. S., but could be excessively active near 
Europe and Africa and Gulf of Mexico. 
Our Allies appear to need great reinforce- 
ments and supplies of armaments, food, 
medicine. Successful transportation of 
lend-lease material may become even more 
difficult. Rumors of a truce between this 
and a belligerent nation could spread. Se- 
dition and traitors can be severely dealt 
with. Those responsible for the Home 
Front should be especially vigilant in the 
northeast area, the Virginia’ Capes, the 
middle south and the California coast. 


Great Britain 


The important Mars-Neptune conjunc- 
tion falls in the 6th house of this chart, op- 
posing radix Moon and square radix 
Uranus in the 9th, but trine Venus in the 
Hth. The government may be warned of 
the possibility of further military defeats 
and diplomatic reversals, which may be 
counteracted by not underestimating oppo- 
nents and being on guard against any false 
sense of security in any and all situations. 
Able allies (in the U. S. chart, progressed 
Pluto and Venus are conjunct Great Brit- 
ain’s radix Venus) stand as a bulwark 
against disasters, contributing support and 
supplies in all emergencies. Sensational in- 
trigue could reach a climax, unmasking a 
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subtle enemy or perhaps more vicious at- 
tacks by the Axis. British interests from 
Murmansk south through Egypt, Syria and 
east to the Bay of Bengal need to be 
guarded carefully or much damage may be 
suffered, but Great Britain should be able 
to hold all territory or bases as of Sept. 
Ist. However, the new world alignment, 
as it begins forming this month, may in- 
crease the problems of the government as 
far as finances, production and man-power 
generally are concerned. As for Churchill, 
if he has weathered the storm so far, every 
knock is a boost, and he could attain even 
greater power. 
Russia 

As Mars and Neptune meet in Septem- 
ber, it looks as though Russia unloads 
enough bombs to paralyze most of the 
world. One aspect after another appears to 
build up to this climax, not the least of 
which may be a diplomatic move that 
could change the direction of the war on 
both the eastern and western fronts, i.e., 
Europe and Asia. The U.S.S.R. seems able 
to manipulate enemy or friendly nations 
with equal finesse, while its war strategy 
grows increasingly brilliant. The move- 
ment could be so complete and independ- 
ent as to be a decisive step against further 
assaults within that country. Hitler has 
announced that he will spend this winter 
in Russia—from the September charts this 
seems most improbable. The Moon and 
Saturn in Stalin’s chart are conjunct Venus 
in that of Tokio, while all three planets 
square Hitler’s Moon-Jupiter. The Tokio 
Venus is in the 12th house: secret sympa- 
thies are with Stalin; the current transits 
Suggest peculiar collaboration against 
Hitler. 

Germany 

The war of nerves may be felt more vi- 
tally within Germany than ever before 
through mounting death lists, destruction 
and acute shortages. The Nazis seem to be 
throwing the full force of armed, diplo- 
matic, propaganda pressure on other na- 
tions throughout the world in order to 
eliminate at least one war front, but they 
are not apt to be successful. On the con- 
wary, occupied countries ‘both east and 
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west of Germany may be a ring of fire 
around that nation. Paris may suffer un- 
usual damage from the Mars-Neptune con- 
junction, as it hits the ascendent of that 
city. Losses in sea and air battles or bomb- 
ings may be enormous. This not only hin- 
ders their drive to victory, but production, 
labor and supplies for the armed Forces 
and domestic consumption are seriously 
curtailed. However, whatever gains the 
Axis made in August will probably be held 
or even extended, in September, at least 
until toward the end of the month, but at 
tremendous cost. The greatest danger to 
German success may now lie in the Bal- 
kans, Italy, France and Spain, or Gen. 
MacArthur could spike their guns in any 
eastward drive. The Gestapo may unleash 
more concentrated cruelties over large 
numbers of people under Axis domination. 
while mass purges may take place in Ger- 
many among highly placed persons. 


Japan 


It is just possible that the eastern and 
western ends of the Axis (Japan and Ger- 
many) may, be able to make contact in 
September, probably near the Persian Gulf 
or in the Indian Ocean. Nevertheless very 
peculiar reactions and great losses may 
come to Japan through battles or events in 
the Near East, eastern Europe, and Bar- 
ents Sea, while Berlin in turn suffers from 
battles and events taking place in the Pa- 
cific. Production in Japan may be bombed 
on an enormous scale, and conditions 
change rapidly in regard to alliances, trea- 
ties, resources of armament, shipping, men. 
The navy may be harried unmercifully all 
month, and the army have reverses. Yet 
they seem to hold previously taken bases 
and may extend war operations by extraor- 
dinary strategy and fanatical acts of daring. 
A tendency to mass suicide is indicated by 
adverse aspects of Mars, Neptune, Moon 
and Uranus. 


China 


For the first three weeks of September at 
least, conditions in China should grow 
steadily better, even if its own fighting 
powers are restricted as Saturn becomes 
(Continued on page 128)

ANSWER: In order to deduct your prob- 
able marriage time, and the marriage time 
of the young Capricorn lady, it is necessary 
to know your respective birth hours and 
birth places. Your progressed Moon is in 
Cancer, contacting no planet in your chart, 
although in this sign it forms a square to 
your natal Venus in Aries and to your 
Mars in Libra, indicating some present un- 
certainty in your affectionate nature. The 
young lady’s progressed Moon is in the 
vicinity of her Mars and South Node in 
Pisces. Her progressed Mercury turns re- 
trograde this year, and her Sun enters 
Aquarius, after sextiling her Venus in 
Scorpio. Your progressed Sun has also 
changed signs, going from Taurus to 
Gemini this year. These mutual indica- 
tions are indicative of the beginning of a 
change in trend of consciousness and re- 
sponse to life, which could come about as a 
result of a changed manner of living. 

As to contacts between your natal 
planets, the young lady’s North Node near 
your Moon is a mutually constructive and 
integrative influence, stimulating your mind 
and objective interests. Your North Node 
on her Jupiter is likewise constructive; 
this latter influence would strengthen and 
develop your Jupiterian or soul factors 
(please refer to our article on the Moon’s 
Nodes, which appeared on page 64 of the 
January, 1941 issue of this magazine). 









Your Mars in Libra is in the same sign as ~ 
her Saturn, although too wide to be con- 
sidered ‘a conjunction. However, its in- 
fluence could be felt to the extent that it 
would call for restraint in avoiding ex- 
plosive tendencies and disagreements over 
various factors in married life. 

The young lady’s progressed Moon has 
recently passed over her Uranus in Pisces, 
showing an unexpected or sudden change 
has taken place in her consciousness or re- 
sponse to life in the recent past.

STUDY OF THE FINAL PURPOSE OF THE HOUSES 


Conditions and Circumstances 
Denoted by the Fifth House 


The Fifth House is the natural house 
of Leo and the Sun, and since the ancient 
astrologers believed that the Sun god was 
god of Life and of Love, they assigned the 
Fifth House to love and children. The 
awakening of the Fifth House in male and 
female charts puts the natives in contact 
with newer and wider experiences than any 
other house, for it brings them into the 
source of life; whereas before they have 
been creatures of reason and limited feel- 
ing, here they find newer and vaster fields 
of emotion, and reason is found to be a 
thing of doubtful value, even something 
to be swept aside. 

Bernard Shaw (himself a Leo man), 
speaking of love sweeping the individual 
into vaster circles, has Valentine say in 
“You Never Can Tell,” “It is a curiously 
helpless situation, isn’t it?—as if Nature, 
after allowing us to belong to ourselves 
and do all we judged right and reasonable 
these years, were suddenly lifting her great 
hand to take us, her little children, by the 
necks, and use us, in spite of ourselves, for 
her own purposes in every way.” In “Man 
and Superman” he has Tanner say, “We 
do the world’s work, not our own.” 

In his essay on “Love,” Emerson por- 
trays the benefits of love in making a new 
and greater person: “It expands the senti- 
ment; it makes the clown gentle, and gives 
the coward heart. Into the most pitiful 
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and abject it will infuse a heart and courage 
to defy the world, so only it have the 
countenance of the beloved object. In giv- 
ing him to another, love still more gives 
him to himself. He is a new man, with 
new perceptions, newer and keener pur- 
poses, and a religious solemnity of char- 
acter and aims. He does no longer appertain 
to his family and society; he is a person; 
he is a soul.” 

The Fifth House then is the house of 
the expansion of life and consciousness 
that comes through love. Note that this 
love may be love of a person of the op- 
posite sex, or it may be mystical ecstasy 
through religion. We, ourselves, once made 
wrong deductions in this matter, for on 
looking over a chart superficially we 
thought that a great romance had at a 
certain period come into a woman’s life, 
when the fact was that she was swept up 
into cosmic consciousness through religious 
fervor. (The lady had Sagittarius on the 
cusp of the Fifth House.) 

When this love is towards a person we 
generally find not merely an awakening of 
the Fifth House conditions, but also an 
aspect to the planet Venus. It is the 
working of this planet that refines the 
youth or maiden through love, tending to 
take much of the uncouthness’ and hard- 
ness out of the nature. Sometimes there is 
no aspect to Venus, but one to Mars, in 
which case we find it is rather the passional 
nature that has been aroused. 
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The Fifth House governs the magnetic 
attraction between the native and the 
loved one. The Fifth House, having of 
course a different sign from that of the 
Ascendant, which .rules the effect of the 
personality-on the general masses of people 
one meets, we begin to see the reason the 
lover with perhaps an awkward personality, 
as shown by the Ascendant, can become 
an object of desire and admiration to the 
one whom he attracts through his Fifth 
House cusp (that is, through his love 
nature), and why to that person he shows 
himself almost a different personality, so 
that onlookers are prone to exclaim, “Love 
is Blind.” . The tragedy of course comes 
if the attraction ceases, and the lover sees 
only the Ascendant, the same as anyone 
else. 

The Fifth House shows the possibility 
of concrete expression and manifestation 
of all that man desires from life, whereas 
the Eleventh House shows the hopes and 
wishes concerning tHese. 





Matters Governed by the Fifth House 


1. Romance, love, courtship, affections, 
the magnetic attraction to the opposite 
sex from mere sensation to the loftiest 
emotions. 

2. The type of affection given to all 
loved ones.. The enthusiasm and rapture 
that a person, or music, or art, or religion, 
or any other matter causes, particularly if 
these swing the individual into larger orbits. 

3. Pleasures—theatres in particular. 
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4. Speculation, gambling, and all activi- 
ties in which feverish desire and excitement 
rather than reason are manifest. 

5. The love of glory or notoriety: 

6. Children, or the product that man 
leaves to posterity. 

Note that the Sun, Mercury or Mars in 
the Fifth House oftem deny children or 
denote but few. Mars, particularly, causes 
great difficulty in bringing them up. Saturn 
also limits the number of children and often 
brings sorrow through them. The fruitful 
planets are Venus, the Moon and Jupiter. 
In considering the question of children, 
however; the Eleventh House must also be 
considered as this is the house of the part- 
ner’s children, being the Fifth House from 
the Seventh. 

1. The sign on the cusp of the Fifth 
House represents: 

a. The type of person to whom one, 
will be attracted, e. g., a person who has 
this sign strongly emphasized in his 
chart, or the ruler of this sign strongly 
emphasized, or one whose natal sun may 
be in this triplicity of signs. 

b. The particular line of expansion of 
the consciousness that will come through 
love, e. g., Aries will make a man con- 
quer new worlds for the loved one. 
Taurus will incline towards making 
money for the loved one; Gemini to- 
wards writing many love letters; Cancer 
towards making a beautiful home, etc. 
2. Note the planet that rules this sign. 

Study its house and sign position. 

3. Note the aspects this planet makes. 

4. Note any planets in the Fifth House 
and their aspects. 

5. Note the sign on the Eleventh cusp, 
its ruling planet and planets in that house. 

N. B. Because Uranus is the planet of 
illumination, and love is an illumination, 
the position and aspects of Uranus should 
be noted. Good aspects to Uranus give 
sudden love affairs, as also do bad aspects, 
but in the latter case the love wil] depart 
as quickly as it was awakened. 

Since Leo is the sign of love affairs and 
children, this sign must also be considered 
in dealing with romance and children. 
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Chopin and George Sand 


Since the love affair between Chopin and 
George Sand is a historic one, we will 
analyze both charts. 

George Sand had Sun in Cancer and 
Cancer on the Fifth cusp, hence her highly 
emotional natures would feed on tomance 
and express itself later in her work and 
writing. Cancer on the Fifth cusp makes a 
person take a motherly interest in her 
lover, and George Sand nursed Chopin 
through many of his illnesses. The Moon, 
governing Cancer, is in Aries in the Second 
House, hence she would be financially 
beneficial to him, but Aries being fire is in- 
harmonious to the water Moon, so innately 
there would also be war within herself. 
The Moon is in opposition to Jupiter, hence 
there would be lack of judgment in her love 
affairs, and she would derive no financial 
benefit from them, but rather be a loser. 
The Ascendant is Aquarius and both its 
tulers, Saturn and Uranus, are in the 
Seventh, where neither of them tend to 
marital happiness. Uranus is in Libra em- 
phasizing this fact and making for disrup- 
tion. 

The Encyclopedia Britannica confirms 
our statement that George Sand took a 
motherly interest in her lovers. We quote 
from it: “In nearly all of George Sand’s 
loves, there was a strong strain of motherly 
feeling. Chopin was first petted like a spoilt 
datling and then nursed for years like a 
sick child.” 
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Frederic Chopin had Capricorn on the 
Fifth cusp, not a particularly gogd sign to 
demonstrate affection. Capricorn on the 
Fifth. cusp enables a man to further his 
ambitions through the loved one. He had 
Virgo on the Ascendant and the combina- 
tion of a Virgo Ascendant and a Capricorn 
Fifth House would make him somewhat of 
‘a trial to one with such an emotional love 
nature as George Sand, with Cancer on 
the Fifth cusp. But opposite signs are 
often attracted. He would want her to do 
many things for him, and she would glory 
in doing them, and get an emotional thrill 
out of it. 


Saturn, the ruler of his Fifth, is in 
Sagittarius, so that his love nature would 
only be stirred when some ideal (Sagit- 
tarius) was presented. Saturn in this sign 
will further restrict any fire or enthusiasm 
towards the lady. Saturn is semi-sextile 
Uranus in Scorpio, hence he would be likely 
to fall in love at first sight when some one 
appealed to his, sense of idealism, 


Note that the signs on the Fifth cusps 
are reversed on the Eleventh cusps, thus 
Chopin would feel to her emotionally as a 
friend, while she wquid feel to him as a 
friend, whose affairs she could organize 
and put before the public. Hence we sée 
in two actual charts the attraction of op- 
posites, rather than likes. If both had had 
Cancer on the Fifth she would have lacked 
someone to mother and he would have 
never been able to progress with his music.

In comparing two charts, it will often 
be found that there is a greater attraction 
of one person towards the other, and vice- 
versa. This shows up very strongly in 
these two charts. George Sand had the 
Ascendant in 27° Aquarius. This would be 
hit by Chopin’s Venus and Mercury, hence 
he would appeal to her physically and men- 
tally. ‘Chopin had the Ascendant in 1014° 
Virgo. 

George Sand had Saturn hitting this 
Ascendant, hence she would appeal to him 
as an older woman with good business 
sense. Now considering the Fifth House 
cusps, George Sand’s Fifth cusp is Cancer 
with the Moon as its ruler in 27 degrees 
of Aries. This touches his Jupiter, hence 
her progressive Arian Moon would stir his 
ideals, and make him expand his mu- 
sical conceptions in all kinds of new ways. 
Chopin had Capricorn on the Fifth cusp 
with Saturn in Sagittarius. Sand had no 
planets in Sagittarius but his Saturn is 
trine her Venus in Leo, hence he would be 
attracted to her emotionally over a long 
period, but never able to demonstrate this 
easily. 

This last aspect to the’ Twelfth House 
cusp is important, showing that she would 
help him all through his illnesses, and dur- 
ing periods of hard luck.

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Mary Pickford also has Gemini on the 
cusp of the Fifth. The ruler, Mercury, is 
in Taurus, a fruitful sign, but it is exactly 
opposition Uranus, the lord of the Ascen- 
dant, so we should judge there would be 
no children. 

Byron had Libra on the cusp of the 
Fifth, but the ruler Venus is opposition to 
Saturn, and Neptune is in the Fifth House 
highly afflicted. He had one child, but his 
wife left his home immediately after the 
birth of the child. Neptune in the Fifth 
House often brings peculiar conditions re- 
garding children. Neptune under affliction 
rarely gives any stable benefits. It rules 
disappearances and separations. It is the 
most subtle of all the planets. 

Ruskin had no children. Cancer is on 
his Fifth cusp. This is usually a prolific 
sign, but the Moon is in opposition to both 
Mercury and Mars. Capricorn is on the 
cusp of his Eleventh House (the Eleventh 
House would be the children of the partner, 
being the Fifth from the Seventh) and 
Saturn is square both Uranus and Neptune. 

Camille Flammarion had no chiddren. 
(This chart will appear in this department 
shortly.) He had Aries on the cusp of the 
Fifth House, which gives few or no chil- 
dren.

“Nor was the smallest ground for de- 
fense left me. If, nevertheless, anyone 
wish to rise in my defense, let him not say 
I had any love for gambling, but rather 
that I loathed the necessities which goaded 
me to gambling-calumnies, injustices, pov- 
erty, the contemptuous behavior of certain 
men, the lack of organization in my affairs, 
the realization that I was despised by 
many, my own morbid nature, and finally 
the graceful idleness which sprang from all 
these. It is a proof of the foregoing asser- 
tion that once I was privileged to act a 
respectable part in life, I abandoned these 
low diversions.” 

Let us take a look at his chart, Cardan, 
as we said before, had Leo on the Fifth 
House, the natural sign of a gambler and 
the Sun is trine Mars, hence the fire once 
awakened would burn of itself through his 
very system. Saturn is conjunct Mars and 
neither of these though, in the money 
house, ever give much—the most he could 
do would be to break even. To prevent him 
breaking even, however, we have the Sun 
square to Neptune in the Midheaven which 
would deprive him of any benefits at all 
and being only four degrees away from the 
Midheaven would affect his prestige in life. 
The same evil aspects that caused loss in 
gambling caused trouble with his children. 
His first son was beheaded, the second was 
banished for financial reasons. 

Jay Gould had Virgo on the cusp of his 
Fifth House, with Mercury its rufez, hence 
he would not speculate for the mere thrill 
of it but use all the shrewdness of his 
nature to make money. Mercury, fortu- 
nately for him, is in very good aspect with 
the two planets in the Fifth House and 
these two planets are in trine with the 
Midheaven.

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V V 1TH the life of the nation revolving 


around the war and the war effort, and at 
the present writing, apparently likely to do 
so for some time to come, the application 
of astrological vocational guidance must be 
adapted to meet the demands of these new 
conditions if it is to achieve its aim.

The selection of mili- 
tary service also for girls brings a totally 
new element into feminine guidance, and 
still another factor enters the picture with 
the increasing demand for women to take 
over mechanical work in defense industries. 
Even the many branches of the volunteer 
services pose a question, for each individual 
whois willing to devote his or her time and 
energy to work of this type wants to select 
the branch where it. will prove most 
effective. 

Under present circumstances, there is 
little. point in dwelling on the issues of 
whether or not any young man is fitted 
temperamentally for a military life. How- 
ever, this should be a vital consideration in 
the case of girls who want to enlist in the 
newly organized WAACS. The adventure 
of being in on this totally new and different 
kind of experience may capture the imagi- 
nation of many girls who are at root emo- 
tionally unsuited for the life and would 
literally hate it after a short time.

Although there is not sufficient data 
based on actual cases at this early stage 
of our development of a large military ma- 
chine to lay down set rules for determining 
the aptitude for specialized military work, 
the following tentative list offers some gen- 
eral observations which may prove helpful 
and will be tested further when additional 
data can be collected.* Prominence, for the 
present purpose, means that the given 
planet 1) rules the ASC or 10th house; 2) 
is placed in an angle, the strength of the 
angles to be judged in the following order:

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Commando Troops — Mars-Jupiter, 
Uranus-Jupiter prominent. This is the one 
instance where afflictions between the in- 
dicators are probably a stronger testimony 
than “good” aspects. 

The problem of specialized work in the 
navy is not so complex, for the butcher, 
the baker, the mechanic, the pharmacist, 
and so on all have their work on a ship, 
permitting the sailor to follow his civilian 
trade or, in other words, presenting a 
problem similar to a regulation vocational 
analysis. 

Women and girls who wish to do volun- 
teer defense work have quite a wide selec- 
tion. In every case, if the job calls for 
coolness in an emergency, the general 
emotional stability of the native should 
be the first consideration. 

Nursing, even nurses’ aid work, is de- 
fined by 6th-12th house strength or by a 
heavy Scorpio-Virgo-Pisces emphasis. 

Natives of Aries-Gemini, Aries-Sagit- 
tarius, or with Mars-Jupiter or Jupiter- 
Mercury prominent should find the AWVS 
work sufficiently adventuresome. 

The special capacities of Capricorn 
should find a real challenge in the Disaster 
Corps work. The same might be said of 
any emphasis of cardinality, although a 
strong Saturn would be an aid where Capri- 
corn is not the main cardinal emphasis. 

Mercury-Uranus has a special oppor- 
tunity in coding, radio and telegraphy. 

A native with good eyesight and a strong 
Saturn (or possibly Taurus very strong) 
can contribute a valuable “bit” through the 
tedious hours at the airplane observation 
posts.

Personal and National Ambitions Reach Crowning Point of Success—Changes in Relationships 
Probable—Shortages and Finances Growing Problem—Revision of Schedules Necessary— 


Women of Every Age Take Greater Part in National Defense—Romance Hits a New 
High—News from War Fronts Favorable—Calm Appraisal of All Affairs Needed 


A ac the full Moon of August 25th, 
through September, to October 3rd when 
Neptune enters Libra, may be a period 
when the events and conditions of the past 
fourteen years to some extent, and the last 
three years particularly, are revived, 
summed up and the total values extracted. 
This is due to the fact that during that in- 
terval Mercury, Sun, Mars and Venus 
move through Virgo and conjunct Neptune 
as it completes its transit of that sign. 
Since the summer of 1939 an unusual 
number of high poweted aspects have 
taken place; among them are the Mutation 
of Feb. 15th, 1941, Jupiter-Uranus con- 
junction May 7th, 1941, Saturn-Uranus 
conjunction May 3rd, 1942; the long series 
of Uranus-Neptune trines (the last one 
occurs March, 1943); while the North 
Node has passed through Libra and Virgo, 
making those signs (along with Aries and 
Pisces) eclipse points. All these charts and 
many lesser ones are now to be swiftly ac- 
tivated as a new order, new standards and 
fresh objectives for world peace and free- 
dom emerge out of the chaotic fog induced 
by Neptune in Virgo. Whatever national 
or personal ambitions, labors and philoso- 
phies have been built on the high ideals of 
liberty, justice and beauty for all, and on 
practical, sound foundations, may reach’ a 
crowning point of success. The founda- 
tions of the world have been tested and the 
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final examinations are at hand, all of which 
is part of the ploughing, harrowing cultiva- 
tion of the soul of the Earth. But through 
firm determination to do the work, and 
faith in the Divine Plan, a great evolution 
in the substrata of human abilities, talents, 
knowledge, may be revealed in every field 
of endeavor. The creative urge may be 
brought to the highest expression in true 
genius, as it has been formulated and 
forged in the stress and storm of the past 
several years; for it is only through “tears 
and toil,” sacrifice and devotion, that man- 
kind achieves the spirit of liberty and hap- 
piness, and, as a by-product, the blessings 
of material wealth. 

Neptune and Pluto are the planets of 
the universal, of depths and heights, of the 
farthest reaches of the mind and soul in 
space or time. And in September, as Mer- 
cury, Mars, Sun and Venus pass over the 
former and sextile the latter planet, the 
world may expect an outpouring of intelli- 
gence that lifts art, science, religion, labor, 
into new spheres of development, while 
heroism may shine in lowly places as well 
as in the spotlight of fame. It is also a 
time when people everywhere will recog- 
nize the value of Freedom, what it means 
to nations and to individuals; and they will 
again be ready to pledge “our lives, our 
fortunes and our sacred honor” to keep, oF 
to attain, the nobility of that principle. 
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There is, of course, the reverse side of the 
picture, and those who have wasted natural 
gifts, their time or substance, may now find 
disappointments and disillusion. But a 
new day is dawning, and even the des- 
perate will have a new chance to live in a 
bright, new world. 

With the exception of the Sun square 
Saturn on the Sth, all the major aspects 
from the Ist to 13th of September are ex- 
cellent. Relationships of all kinds, 
changes, broadening opportunities in in- 
dustry, education, training for adults or 
youths, finances, establishment of routines 
at home or in business, may be expedited 
with surprising and solid benefits. The 
period from the 14th to 23rd may be diffi- 
cult. A strong tendency to push ahead 
against reason, make unwise changes, take 
foolish chances, or to allow nerves, fear, 
restrictions to cloud judgment and impair 
action, calls for plain common sense in 
large doses to avoid some loss or possible 
disruption. The weather may be very detri- 
mental to health or crops. During this 
period Mars enters Libra: alterations in 
national or personal relationships may be 
extensive. From the 24th to 30th is again 
an excellent period, and every advantage 
should be seized to promote or cement all 
interests, especially up to the 28th when 
Mercury turns retrograde. 

The new Moon of Sept. 10th is an 
eclipse of the Sun in the second decanate of 
Virgo, taking place in the 10th house. An 
eclipse in this decan is said to indicate 
“agricultural depression, ill-health, sedi- 
tion.” Mars, ruler of the chart, is also in 
the 10th, closely conjunct Neptune. Venus 
is entering Virgo, having just passed the 
conjunction with the powerful fixed star, 
Regulus. The indications are that the 
three branches of this Government (ad- 
ministrative, judicial, legislative) and the 
people generally, are exceptionally united 
in an all-out effort to support and promote 
the “American Way of Life.” As Venus 
tules the 7th house, the enemy (personal or 
national) may hold out a truce with one 
hand and a bomb in the other, but any suc- 
cesses they have will be temporary. Na- 
tional finances, as well as shortages of es- 


sential materials, may be a growing prob- 
lem to Congress. A big ray of light comes 
from the fighting forces overseas, who are 
striking hard against the enemy. As the 
lunation sextiles Jupiter, the opportunities 
for service in all directions, determined 
labors, increasing domestic resources, 
should be the open road to great progress. 
Nevertheless, the two weeks following the 
10th may require unusual fortitude, calm 
appraisal of world or internal events, and 
no slackening on the job of building a 
fortress of Democracy. A big part of this 
job will be getting into the fall routine. 
The school year begins, perhaps with some 
revision of schedules. More people of every 
age, especially women, go into training for, 
or service to, the national good. A path is 
beaten between home and business that can 
be very satisfactory when fully established. 
Cupid may be an active agent in lightening 
humdrum tasks; propinquity at work can 
lead to many engagements and marriages, 
On the other hand the current romance 
may be discarded without notice, while 
families may have to be treated gently to 
avoid hostility to sudden new in-laws. 

At the fall equinox the Sun is again in 
the 10th house, close to Neptune and Mars, 
and all trine Uranus in the 7th. The Moon, 
on the cusp of the 4th, opposes Venus, but 
both are in excellent aspect to Jupiter, 
ruler of the chart. The Administration 
seems to emerge from a difficult position, 
taking command of foreign relations or 
domestic affairs with surprising aggression 
and finesse. The people find that full co- 
operation with the Government brings 
power and progress, even if war require- 
ments necessitate further limitations in 
personal life. Home becomes even more a 
haven of refuge from troubles, and a source 
of physical and production strength, Con- 
gress may shortly have to revise its posi- 
tion or laws on important labor, financial 
or foreign affairs, perhaps after a recess to- 
ward the end of September, in which it gets 
in close touch with home-grown facts. 

The full Moon of Sept. 24th indicates 
victories for the armed Services of the 
United Nations through large offensive 
moves, and far more sustained optimism 
for the near future.

Mercury parallels Neptune on the Ist 
with the Moon trine both; strategy in war, 
finances, labors in any field, art or ro- 
mance, should succeed by practical meth- 
ods.

ties but can pay high dividends. Mercury 
trines Uranus on the 3rd when, with proper 
control, exciting news, changes, efforts, can 
bring joy and achievement.

Editor’s note—The hour of moonrise is given for each day during the month. It 












will be noted that one day each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact 
that the time of moonrise advances approximately one hour per day and therefore 
during each month there will be a period during which this lunar day carries through 
from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second succeeding day including therein 
one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a 
crisis or turning point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more 
likely to occur at the time of moonrise, and the same will apply to other general 


conditions. 


There is a relatively slight variation in the time of moonrise for various points 
on the surface of the earth. For all practical purpose the time given herewith may 


be accepted for any locality.

The New Moon and partial solar eclipse 
of September 10th occurs at 10:53 a.m., 
ES.T. in 17° 18’ Virgo. This eclipse is 
visible only in north and east Alaska, 
northern Greenland, north pole, northeast- 
em Atlantic and in Europe, except in the 
eastern part. The lunation forms one very 
close aspect, the sextile to Jupiter in Can- 
cer; the Square to Saturn is wide and sepa- 
rating, therefore the real power of this 
square should have been somewhat dis- 
pelled during the Full Moon period prior 
to September 10th. 


Full Moon 
Effective September 24th to October 9th 


The Full Moon occurs on September 24th 
at 9:34 a.m., E. S. T. in 0° 55’ Aries, in 
opposition to Mars, but sextile Uranus. 


Sun 


The solar aspects are more numerous 
this month than those of any of the planets. 
On September 5th the Sun squares Saturn, 
to be followed on the 8th by a parallel to 
Mercury. The most favorable solar aspect 
of the first four weeks of the month occurs 
on the 13th when the Sun sextiles Jupiter. 
The period from the 19th to 26th is domi- 
nated by Neptune; on the 19th the Sun 
parallels Neptune, on the 22nd, it parallels 
Mars.

Mercury 


Mercury moves from 1° 13’ to 25° 37’ 
Libra during the month, turning retrograde 
at 12 noon on September 28th. On the 
whole, the Mercury aspects form the 
brightest picture of the month. The parallel 
to Neptune on September Ist is followed 
by a trine to Uranus on the 3rd, then a 
sextile to Pluto on the 4th. On the Sth 


Mercury parallels Mars, then moves to 
trine Saturn on the 9th. A parallel to Venus 
occurs on the 16th and on the 17th, the 
last Mercury aspect of the month, a square 
to Jupiter, is formed. 


Venus 


Venus, in 18° 26’ Leo on September Ist, 
moves into Virgo on the 10th and reaches 
25° 32’ Virgo by the end of the month. 
Venus makes only three aspects in Septem 
ber, a square to Uranus on the 14th, a 
square to Saturn on the 20th and a sextile 
to Jupiter on the 28th. 


Mars 


Mars, in 19° 34’ Virgo on September Ist, 
moves into Libra on the 17th, reaching 
8° 58’ Libra on September 30th. Neptune 
aspects are prominent in the Mars pattern 
during the month; on the 14th the parallel 
to Neptune is formed, then Mars conjuncts 
Neptune in 29° 22’ Virgo at 5:30 a.m., 
E.S.T. on the 16th. The trine to Uranus on 
the 24th is followed by a second parallel to 
Neptune on the 25th. The sextile to Pluto 
on the 27th rounds off a month in which 
Mars aspects to all the “social” planets. 


Jupiter and Saturn 


Jupiter moves from 17° 49’ to 22° 27’ 
Cancer during the month, forming no as- 
pects to the other planets. 

Saturn moves from 12° to 12° 29’ Gemini 
in September; Saturn makes no aspects 
but gains importance due to the change in 
direction of motion, turning retrograde in 
12° 31’ Gemini at 0 hrs. on September 28th, 


Uranus, Neptune and Pluto 


Uranus, in 4° 33’ Gemini on September 
Ist, also changes direction during the 
month, turning retrograde at O hrs. on 
September 10th and reaching 4° 24’ Gemini 
on September 30th. 

Neptune moves from 28° 49’ to 29° 55’ 
Virgo in September, forming no aspects, 
but highly accented by the strong aspects 
formed by the Sun and Mars to Neptune.

Eventually 
MAN through his struggles will arrive at that su- 
preme attainment of the Evolutionary process, 
where pleasure ceases to BE and “Pain merges 
into ecstasy.”” Then will the PURPOSE OF LIFE 
be realized—that one major purpose to which all 
minor purposes must contribute—the individual 
Creative WILL—IMMORTALITY. 


Negative Days 


On these days you should ATTEND STRICTLY 
TO ROUTINE DUTIES. They are periods of de- 
velopment. We might consider them as BRIDGES 
between the CRITICAL and the HARMONIOUS 
DAYS. 

Changes and important decisions should not be 
made on these days yet they are quite as impor- 
tant in their way a2 any of the other days for, 
on what is done by way o? preparation during 
these negative days, depends the degree of For- 
tune or otherwise met with on other more positive 
days.

Critical Days 


These are days which are commonly classified 
as UNFORTUNATE but we feel that the words 
INHARMONIOUS, UNFORTUNATE, UNFAVOR- 
ABLE, or UNLUCKY are quite inadequate and 
inaccurate. These words tell only a very small 
part of the story and reveal none of the mysterious 
significance of these IMPORTANT DAYS.

They are days whereon the prevailing 
forces of the period in which they fall are much 
more powerful than at any other time—days of 
extreme contrasts. They are INHARMONIOUS 
only because the very intensity of the forces at 
work causes the individual to feel more than ordi- 
narily, restless and uncomfortable. They are UN- 
FAVORABLE for action or for making decisions 
only because this intensity of force, while admit- 
tedly a spur to action and achievement, may also 
in the majority of instances cause the individual 
to go to an extreme (one way or another) with 
the naturally UNFORTUNATE RESULTS of 
excess. The tendency under such powerful 
stimuli is to act impulsively and impetuously

These days are IMPORTANT principally as IN- 
DICATORS marking changes—a turning point in 
affairs (personal or general)—the end of one 
period of development and the beginning of a new 
epoch. Asarule it is advisable to reserve ACTION 
and DECISION until the next HARMONIOUS 
DAY following the Critical Day under considera- 
tion, This is. not, however, ALWAYS the case.

Just Two Ways 


Ds Stock Market can move in only 
two ways, up and down, therefore the only 
thing necessary in order to make money 
trading in the market is to buy when prices 
are low and then turn around, sell out 
and go short when prices are high. You 
can’t loose if you properly observe this ex- 
ceedingly simple rule of trade, for you will 
then beat the market both coming and 
going. 

If you are watching a blackboard in a 
broker’s office, you can plainly see which 
way prices are going, so there is no neces- 
sity for you to guess, because prices are 
sure to continue moving right on up until 
they start going down, and when they do 
start downward you can easily notice the 
movement on the blackboard, warning you 
to reverse position and go down with them. 


September 


The New York Stock Market price 
trend, when diagrammed under monthly 
and daily dates, appears to have at least 
two simultaneous movements, commonly 
called the long swing and the short swing. 
The long swing usually covers from two to 
eight months, while the short swing is gen- 
erally taken to be the day-by-day trend 
through one or two weeks. 

Taking into account both these move- 
ments, the forecast for September indicates 
a top may occur in the general trend not 
far from September 5th, and with a second 
one around the 28th, the rally back starting 
near the 23rd. 

Mon., Aug. 31st, ought to show fairly 
high prices, followed by a decline toward 
the last of the week, yet Fri., the 4th, and 
Sat., the 5th, may be rallying days. 

By Labor Day, prices are indicated as

The whole thing is so easy and so simple 
that you really require but one rather 
trivial assistance, namely, a reliable fore- 
cast or guide to aid you in determining 
when prices are likely to turn up or down.

stationary close to: the natal Mars. Sup- 
port will come directly from the United 
Nations, and indirectly through losses to 
Japan, either in combat or diplomacy. Yet 
gravely treacherous action against the 
Chinese, and perhaps floods and famine, 
may cause many deaths. Women may be 
particularly affected. A strong undercur- 
rent of hostility rises toward the end of 
the month against the Government, set in 
motion by ruthless enemy action or mur- 
derous groups with intent to destroy the 
Republic. 

Unrest in India may increase sharply. 
Friendly aid is extended by the United 
Nations; the British may be able to im- 
prove their position by a dramatic move, 
and certainly some factions of the nation 
should benefit. But on the part of some 
leaders there is a tendency to repulse (if 
not actually fight) any such proposed 
moves. Very dangerous forces are gather- 
ing toward the end of the month that could 
be a body blow to the whole country. New 
Delhi may be intensely active. Large fleet 
engagements could occur in the Arabian 
Sea to the west and Bay of Bengal east. 

All of the United Nations armed forces 
in Australasia may now be engaged in com- 
bat on a large scale and far flung fronts, to 
the north-west and north-east. The Pacific 
High Command may have to use unusual 
strategy, and the Services exert great ef- 
forts in battles on land, sea or air, from 
South Africa, the Near East, sweeping 
eastward across the seas to China. Aus- 
tralia, however, does not seem in any dan- 
ger of invasion.

Events in French West Africa, center- 
ing around Dakar, and in the Atlantic 
Ocean south from Gibraltar, may be felt 
with much force in all the Pan-American 
countries. Internal combustion may hit 
Argentina, but the government should be 
able to control enemy agents’ activities to 
the satisfaction of Western Hemisphere in- 
terest. Uranus conjunct radix Neptune, 
square radix Sun, could present the gov- 
ernment of Brazil with grave problems. 
Special precautions should be taken by 


that country against losses at sea or ae 
bombing attacks. But the regions most 
tally affected by war conditions mayaie 
from Chile north to the Caribbean, Velie 
zuela, Colombia, West Indies and the Gal 
of Mexico. The Yucatan Peninsula might 
be a base for extended raids against Aas 
submarines. Well planned and swiftly exe 
cuted strategy by the United States am 
Mexico may sweep out infested nests of 
U-boats in all the area. The entire West 
Coast may not be so fortunate; Japan may 
have reinforcements of submersibles that 
could be used anywhere from Alaska 
Patagonia, but particularly the terri 
from California south may be open to at 
tack or great subversive movements.
